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Mike Fuller leaves force to 

take up senior job with CPS 


THE county’s most senior police 
officer has paid tribute to the col¬ 
leagues he will be leaving behind 
as he announced his retirement 
from Kent Police. 


Chief Constable Mike Fuller will lock 35 
years of crime-fighting behind him when he 
takes up his new post as chief inspector of the 
Crown Prosecution Service in April. 

The 50-year-old was 
confirmed in the role 
on Monday - more 
than a month after 
Attorney General 
Baroness Scotland put 
his name forward to 
the justice committee 
of MPs as her pre¬ 
ferred candidate. 

Mr Fuller, Britain’s 
first black chief consta¬ 
ble, told KOS Media he 
had great confidence in 
his Kent Police colleagues to continue to 
improve the force long after he has departed. 

He said: “The staff have been great to work 
with and I’ve really enjoyed it. I’ve received

some great emails of support from people too, 
which is always nice. 

“There’s a good atmosphere at Kent Police 
and I have a lot of confidence in the staff. 

“We’ve faced some big challenges in a short 
space of time here - from the Securitas rob¬ 
bery and the Folkestone earthquake to the 
Channel Tunnel fire, the policing of the Tour 
de France and Operation Stack - and I think 
we’ve done a really good job. 

“But my appointment comes to an end in 
September this year, so I’ve decided to move on 
from Kent. I feel very positive about being in 
the police but it was time to take up a different 
challenge. 

“I wouldn’t say I’d gone as far as I could 
because I could have joined another force or 
national body, but the job with the CPS came 
up and I’m seizing it with both hands.” 

Father-of-two Mr Fuller was appointed Kent 
chief constable on January 5, 2004. 

During his time in charge the force has seen 
officer numbers increase by 263, police staff

County’s MPs take it on the chin over Commons expenses 


Payback time as 
Sir Thomas gives 
his final verdict

KENT MPs have been 
ordered to pay back a com¬ 
bined total of more than 
£30,000 after an inquiry into 
their expenses claims. 

A report by Sir Thomas Legg 
reviewing House of Commons 
expenses revealed that 13 of the coun¬ 
ty’s MPs had outstanding sums to 
pay. 

This figure dropped to 12 following 
a successful appeal by North Thanet 
MP Roger Gale, who had faced repay¬ 
ments of £2,452.47 for parliamentary 
telephone bills and alleged payment TOTAL 
of 13 months’ rent. 

He appealed to High Court judge 
Sir Paul Kennedy, who is dealing with any 
challenges. 

Mr Gale said: “I had never refused to repay 
any sums properly due and, 
indeed, had indicated to Sir 
Paul that if he found any repay¬ 
ment to be warranted then I 
would accept his adjudication 
without question.” 

He is the only Kent MP to 
have been successful in his 
plight, after fellow Tory Michael 
Howard, who represents 
Folkestone and Hythe, failed in 
his challenge. 

Mr Howard was ordered to PAUL CLARK MP: 
pay back £7,039 after exceeding Largest amount 
the £1,000 a year limit imposed 
retrospectively for cleaning and gardening 
after the expenses scandal. 

Some MPs have complained these charges 
are “unfair”, with a number getting their 
repayment orders scrapped.

Widdecombe criticised the retrospective lim¬ 
its which resulted in her having to pay £230. 

While agreeing to settle the payment, she 
stressed she had been cleared of 
any abuse of the system as there 
had been no limit on gardening 
expenditure when the claim was 
originally made. 

Along with other MPs who feel 
they have been unfairly tainted 
through these retrospective 
charges, she called the review 
“lazy, incompetent and illogical”. 

Another of the county’s MPs to 
become embroiled in this latest 
expenses saga is Paul Clark, 
Labour MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham. Sir Thomas’ report 
said the transport minister must pay back 
more than £11,000 in second-home 
allowance. 

This is the highest amount ordered for 
repayment from all the Kent MPs. 

But Mr Clark said the figure was a “simple 


oversight” and that he had already appealed 
against the decision. 

“In the run up to Christmas I failed to 
realise Sir Thomas was requesting new sup¬ 
porting information for the first time, about 
the 2008-09 claim for mortgage interest pay¬ 
ments,” he said. 

“By the time I realised this, the deadline for 
submitting this supporting information had 
passed. As soon as I became aware of this 
omission I submitted all the relevant docu¬ 
mentation to the review body and they 
received it last week, prior to the report going 
to the printers.” 

Labour MP for Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
Derek Wyatt has also lodged an appeal for his 
repayment of £3,611.50. 

More than 350 MPs have been ordered to 
pay back a total of about £1.1 million follow¬ 
ing Sir Thomas’ inquiry.

PARENTS of children with special edu¬ 
cational needs have attacked Kent 
County Council for delaying the school 
selection process. 

Statements setting out which special¬ 
ist school their 11-year-olds are to go to 
after leaving primary education in 
September have not been sent out, 
meaning they could miss the deadline 
for any appeals. 

According to parents, meetings took 
place last summer with educational psy¬ 
chologists, KCC and schools co-ordina- 
tors to decide on placements for special 
educational needs (SEN) children. 

Subsequent draft statements setting 
out which schools the children would 
attend were supposed to be with parents 
by December. 

This meant they would have time to 
make representations in the event they 
were unhappy with the school choice 
and KCC could amend the statement 
before the authority’s deadline of 
February 15. But the statements have 
yet to be sent out. 

A parent from Gravesend, whose 11- 
year-old son suffers from Asperger’s syn¬ 
drome and Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD), is lead¬ 
ing the fight for parents. 

“Specialist units are being closed down 
and instead mainstream schools are pro¬ 
viding support for SEN children,” he 
said. “But some children need to be in 
specialist schools because of their condi¬ 
tion and in some cases they can’t cope 
with social integration with what you 
would call ‘normal’ children. 

“In the draft statements, KCC say 
what school they think the child will go 
to, but in some cases this will be 
appealed against by parents. 

Deadline 

“Because of the delay in receiving the 
statement, however, we won’t have time 
to make representations before the 
deadline. 

“This means children could potentially 
miss out on the first term of school while 
the appeal process is still going through. 

“It could even mean they will have to 
be set back a year.” 

Outlining his own son’s case, he 
stressed that if placed in a mainstream 
school the 11-year-old’s condition could 
worsen. 

“My son has a history of self-harming,” 
he said. “We have been told by CAMS 
(Child and Adolescent Mental Health 
Service) that if he gets put in a main¬ 
stream school he could potentially start 
self-harming again due to stress. 

“This means the school KCC sets out is 
very important and we need to know the 
decision so we can start thinking about 
appealing, if we need to. 

“There are many families in similar 
situations who are very concerned about 
what’s going to happen.” 

But a KCC official said the delays were 
for a reason. 

“Kent would rather miss the deadline 
than send out a proposed statement that 
we know the parent would disagree with 
and which could cause distress. 

“Our preferred approach would be to 
delay the process slightly and send out a 
proposed statement that is acceptable to 
the parent first time. 

“Uns could still, in theory, be finalised 
by February 15. We are very mindful of 
parents’ rights to appeal and any delay 
to this process must be minimal.” 


Gills film premiere

A COMEDY film about a group of 
travelling Gillingham FC support¬ 
ers hits cinema screens across the 
country next month. 

The Shouting Men, which was shot mostly at 
locations throughout Kent and features a 
cameo by Gills chairman Paul Scally, will pre¬ 
miere in London just days before its nation¬ 
wide release on March 5. 

Producer Warren Llambias - son of 
Newcastle United managing director Derek - 
told KOS Media he was confident the film 
would be a success. 

He said: “It’s funny and I promise you it’ll 


make people laugh a lot. It’s proven popular 
with test audiences and I think it’ll go down 
well, I really do. 

“I don’t imagine we’ll be up for any Baftas, 
but I think it’s a great little popcorn film that 
people will come out from saying they had a 
really good time. Comedy films don’t receive 
cinema releases if they’re not funny. 

“To get to where we have with our first film, 
and on a budget of only £500,000, is a real 
achievement and we’re delighted.” 

The Shouting Men, which also features 
cameos by England football legends John 
Barnes and Peter Beardsley, is about a group 
of Gillingham fans who travel to watch their 
team play Newcastle United in the FA Cup. 

However, their trip north goes pear-shaped 
when they abandon a wheelchair-bound 
accomplice - or a closet football hooligan - who 
then complains about his treatment to the 


national press. Mr Llambias, who plays one of 
the Gills fans, said he wanted the film to 
encapsulate the types of supporters found at 
lower-league football grounds. 

He said: ‘We needed to pick a club that has 
to fight. When you walk around Medway you 
see more people wearing Tottenham, Arsenal 
and Manchester United colours than you do 
Gillingham shirts. 

“A small club like that has to fight to get its 
supporters, and that’s something we really 
wanted to dip into. There’s also a special type 
of camaraderie between the supporters of 
teams like Gillingham, and any lower league 
fan should be able to recognise that in the film. 

EastEnders 

“I wasn’t a Gills supporter before we began 
shooting but I’ve become quite attached to the 
club over the months. I’m sure some support¬ 
ers will remember a couple of years ago when 
we first came down here to pick their brains 
about what it was like to be a Gills fan.” 

Filming for the comedy, which also stars for¬ 
mer Lovejoy actor Dudley Sutton and ex- 
EastEnder Craig Fairbrass, was completed at 
Newcastle’s St James’ Park stadium in late 
2008. Other locations included Gillingham’s 
Priestfield Stadium, the University of 
Greenwich at Chatham, and the Inn on the 
Lake hotel at Gravesend. 

Mr Llambias admits a spanner was thrown 
into the works when Gillingham were promot¬ 
ed from League Two last season and 
Newcastle were relegated from the 
Premiership, thus making the David versus 
Goliath element less prominent. 

He said: “It was really frustrating and we did 
talk about maybe going back and changing 
some of the dialogue. 

“But we decided that Newcastle are still a 
huge club and will probably be back in the 
Premiership next season anyway.”

MORE than 10,000 potholes have been 
repaired on Kent’s roads in just over a 
month.

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Students miss out as 
universities face cuts 


MASSIVE spending cuts in univer¬ 
sity funding could mean hundreds 
of would-be students missing out 
on places at Kent’s universities. 

And hopefuls trying to get into the 
University of Kent or Canterbury Christ 
Church could face intense competition as 
they vie for limited spaces caused by govern¬ 
ment capping and the funding shortfall. 

PhD students could also be turned away as 
research budgets are slashed. 

Fears from university officials follow the 
announcement by the Higher Education 
Funding Council for England (HEFCE) - 
which distributes government money to uni¬ 
versities - about major cuts. 

‘Spur’ 

It revealed that funding would be £449 mil¬ 
lion less than expected for 2010-11 and more 
than £500m less than last year. 

By 2013, university budgets will have been 
slashed by £915m. 

Universities secretary Lord Mandelson 
said the move would act as a “spur” for insti¬ 
tutions to find other sources of binding. 

The announcement by the HEFC did not 
include a breakdown of figures for each uni¬ 
versity, but each establishment is awaiting 
news of its own losses. 

A spokesperson at the University of Kent 
said: “The official letter from the funding 
council hasn’t come through, but we’re 
expecting cuts -1 think everybody is.

“Each university is sent information set¬ 
ting out its own changes of funding.” 

Areas at risk of being affected by the cuts 
include teaching, where around £215m is 
being slashed, and postgraduate courses, 
which are threatened with a £24m cut. 

Research councils, which fund a quarter of 
PhD research, are also cutting back. 

Older universities that undertake less 
research could be forced to stop postgraduate 
research altogether. 

Instead, postgraduates will be sent to cen¬ 
tres of high specialism or select universities, 
specifically chosen to provide facilities for 
doctoral research. 

In 2007-08, the University of Kent saw 85 
students complete doctorates - a low figure in 
comparison to the University of Cambridge 
which had 950, and the University of 
Manchester with 830. 

But Professor Diane Houston, Dean of the 
Graduate School at Kent, said the institution 
enjoyed considerable success in the last 
Research Assessment Exercise, which 
enables funding bodies to decide on grants. 

She said: “All 18 schools were recognised as 
conducting research of international and 
world-class standing. 

“This year we are advertising a £3.6m post¬ 
graduate scholarship fund, which includes 
funding from the UK research councils. 


“We also have university-funded research 
scholarships and teaching assistantships as 
well as sport and music scholarships.” 

She added that Kent now has a graduate 
school to provide a supportive and reward¬ 
ing academic community for study and 
research. 

“Kent has been consistently successful in 
gaining Research Council recognition and 
accreditation for its postgraduate research 
training,” she said. 

But critics of the funding announcements 
have stressed the need for more certainty in 
the system. 

Pressure 

Professor Steve Smith, president of 
Universities UK, a higher education action 
group, said: “The continued uncertainty 
about the nature and scale of the cuts puts a 
real additional pressure on universities’ abil¬ 
ity to plan effectively. 

“In the long run, this has the potential to 
threaten universities’ ability to offer the high- 
quality experience our students deserve and 
expect.” 

He also criticised regulations that could see 
£10m charged to universities that over¬ 
recruited last year. 

And he stressed that a cap on the number 
of places and the funding cuts means many 
could miss out. 

“We are going to see even more pressure on 
places and the possibility of many well-quali¬ 
fied students missing out,” he added. 


2012 metro plan 

A NEW Metro-style commuter train running 
from Calais to Kent could be in place by the 
start of the 2012 Olympics, according to 
French civic leaders. 

Pas-de-Calais councillor Dominique Dupilet 
said the trains could run on the high-speed rail 
link, and stop in the French town before trav¬ 
elling on to Kent stations. 

A spokesman at Kent County Council said 
proposals were outlined in the authority’s 
Integrated Transport Strategy which is part of 
the Unlocking Kent’s Potential programme. 

“It’s part of the transport strategy for the 
next 20 years,” he said. 

He added that it was one of a number of 
plans outlined for the county. 

Down’s target 
met at hospitals 

HOSPITALS across Kent and Medway are 
meeting national standards for Down’s syn¬ 
drome screening programmes. 

Of the 10 maternity units assessed, those in 
Buckland Hospital, Dover; Kent and 
Canterbury; the QEQM, Margate; and the 
William Harvey Hospital, Ashford, use the 
most effective screening process, called the 
combined test. 

This brings together information from an 
ultrasound scan, blood tests and measure¬ 
ments of the spinal chord at the back of the 
baby’s neck, detecting between 75-90 per cent 
of cases of the disability. 

By April, all maternity units across the UK 
must have a detection rate of 75 per cent. 

The Medway Maritime Hospital, which 
uses just the ultrasound method, has 
reached national standards already, but 
health chiefs are planning on bringing in 
additional blood tests as part of the screen¬ 
ing process. 


Widdecombe: God’s 
law is still relevant 


DEVOUT Roman Catholic Ann Widdecombe 
believes modem society could leam a thing 
or two from the rules of her faith. 

The claim from the Maidstone and Weald 
Tory MP follows her emotional investigation 
into Ten Commandments for Channel 4’s 
new documentary The Bible: A History. 

The aim of the seven-part series is to look 
at the role of the Bible and if its message is 
still relevant in today’s world. 

When asked if society already lived by the 
Commandments, Miss Widdecombe replied: 
“What about ‘thou shall not covet’ and 
bankers’ bonuses? What about ‘thou shalt 
not commit adultery’ and the complete 
breakdown of marriage? ‘Honour thy father 
and thy mother’ and nowadays we stick 
granny in the nearest residential home. 

“The Ten Commandments have been mas¬ 
sively important is shaping British society 
and law - ‘thou shalt not steal’, ‘thou shalt not 
kill’, ‘thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbour’ - these things are veiy, very 
central to our law but to our society as well. 

“I think if we all lived by the Ten 
Commandments, we’d be a much better, 
more considerate, more orderly society” 

The outspoken Conservative MP, who will 
retire at the next General Election, was 
raised in the Church of England and became 
a Roman Catholic in 1993. 

Faith plays a fundamental role in her life, 
which made her trip to the Mount Sinai for 
the show a “wonderful experience”. 

According to the Bible, Mount Sinai is where 
God handed the Commandments to Moses. 

Viewers will also see Ms Widdecombe’s con¬ 
front atheists, actor Stephen Fry and author 
Christopher Hitchens, in what the MP 
described as more of an unimpressive “rant” 
than a debate about whether the Catholic

Church is a force for good in the world. 

Ms Widdecombe said: “Stephen Fry ranted 
and I think at heart he is not convinced of his 
own argument. 

“Christopher Hitchens is a different cup of 
tea all together. He has elevated objections to 
the Ten Commandments to a militant cam¬ 
paign, and on that basis there was never going 
to be any meeting of minds. And there wasn’t.” 

The Maidstone MP previously presented 
Channel 4’s acclaimed series Christianity: A 
History, in 2008 in which she explored reli¬ 
gious reformation.

employees by 485, and community 
support officers by 329. 

Mr Fuller also oversaw the intro¬ 
duction last September of neigh¬ 
bourhood task teams, one of the 
legacies he was most proud of 

He said: “The support from Kent 
people has been excellent too. I reg¬ 
ularly go out to visit communities 
and that’s something I set out to do 
from my first week. 


“I’ve tried to be accountable to 
the public. It’s all about seeing 
things, meeting people and finding 
out their experiences first hand.” 

Mr Fuller joined the Metro¬ 
politan Police as a cadet in 1975 
and worked his way up to detective 
chief inspector. 

As a detective superintendent in 
the Home Office he specialised in 
giving advice and carrying out 
inspections of other forces in rela¬ 


tion to crime and counter-terror¬ 
ism. In 1998 he helped set up the 
Racial and Violent Crime Task 
Force in response to criticism of the 
Met arising from the Stephen 
Lawrence inquiry. His last major 
position before joining Kent Police 
came in 2002 when he became 
deputy assistant commissioner 
(director of intelligence). 

Yet despite all his successes Mr 
Fuller has also received his share of 


criticism, most notably for how the 
Kingsnorth Climate Camp protests 
of summer 2008 were handled. 

Mr Fuller said: “I admitted only 
this week on TV that I accepted 
there were aspects of the operation 
that could have been done better. 

“No operation is perfect, you have 
to be willing to learn and improve.” 

Before winning the job with the 
CPS, it is believed Mr Fuller failed 
in attempts to become commission¬ 


er and an assistant commissioner 
of the Met. It is also understood he 
had applied for the top job at the 
British Transport Police. 

Mr Fuller holds post-graduate 
diplomas in law, marketing and 
criminology and is a non-practicing 
barrister, having been called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in July, 2007. 

He will replace CPS Chief Insp¬ 
ector Stephen Wooler, whose con¬ 
tract expires at the end of March.

ORGANISERS of the Kent 
County Show say they are put¬ 
ting the focus back on farming 
after criticism of recent events. 

Total attendance for last year’s three-day 
programme was about 80,000, but it is 
hoped that figure can be boosted by at least 
10,000 by reaching out to the agricultural 
community. 

A new website with links to social net¬ 
working sites such as Facebook and 
YouTube also aims to attract a younger 
crowd to the show. 

Kent County Agricultural Society (KCAS) 
chairman George Jessel said his team had 
taken on board comments from attendees, 
exhibitors, farmers and staff. 

He said: “In the past there has been the 
odd criticism about us being too focused on 
aspects like selling cars and not enough on 
agriculture, but that’s going to change. 

“This year there will be lots of exciting 
new stands and rings, and the show will 
definitely be more agriculturally and horti- 
culturally-based. 

“It’s not going to be the old, mundane, run- 
of-the-mill show that perhaps we’ve been 
putting on in recent years. We’re going to 
attack 2010 with real vigour and attract 
people back.” 

First held in 1923, the Kent County Show 
is an annual event celebrating the rural life 
of the county. For the last 45 years it has 
been held at the County Showground at 
Detling, near Maidstone.

Typical attractions include birds of prey 
displays, agricultural demonstrations, live¬ 
stock competitions and a young farmers 
area. 

KCAS general manager David Goff said 
this year there will also be a focus on 
healthy eating and local produce, and about 
20 outside ambassadors will help spread 
word of the show. 

A promotional event will also be held in 


Maidstone town centre and 250 Arriva 
buses will carry posters on a 'Let the Show 
Begin’ theme. A deal has also been struck 
with P&O Ferries. 

Mr Goff added: “The emphasis is on re¬ 
engaging not only with the farming commu¬ 
nity but also the public. We’ve seen the loss 
of four or five agricultural shows around the 
country in the last year and we’re not going 
to go the same way. 

‘We want to be around for at least the 
next 30 to 40 years and are looking forward 
to a very positive and successful future.” 

KCAS employed the services of Cortexx 
Creative to design the new website for this 
year’s show, which among other features 
includes a blog and live countdown to the 
big event. 

Mr Jessel said he hoped that by adver¬ 
tising on social networking websites, 
younger people would be attracted to the 
agriculture. 

He said: We want to put over that farm¬ 
ing is not just for the old grey-haired 
brigade. It’s vital that we take the lead and 
show that agriculture is for young people 
and there’s a good career for them. 

“There’s a career structure and we are as 
modem as the IT world is. We’re not living 
in the past.” 

The Kent County Show takes place over 
three days from Friday to Sunday, July 16- 
18. Pre-booked tickets cost £15 for adults, £5 
for children and £11 for pensioners. A fami¬ 
ly ticket for £43 can be purchased on the 
gate only.

A HOSPITAL in the middle of the 
Afghan desert under constant 
threat from the Taliban is a far 
cry from the usual day-to-day 
practice of a GP. 

But Colonel Peter Gilbert, from the 
Thorndike surgery in Rochester, has just 
returned from heading up a team of 200 
medical staff at the main hospital in Camp 
Bastion, saving the lives of injured soldiers 
on the frontline. 

The 51-year-old, who is the commanding 
officer for the Territorial Army’s 256 City of 
London field hospital, spoke to KOS Media 
about his inspiring team and the shocking 
injuries seen on a daily basis. 

“If you imagine in the UK a very serious 
car accident and the kind of injuries inflicted, 
well the average person working for the NHS 
will see this perhaps once a year,” he said. 

Serious injury 

“In Camp Bastion, however, these kinds of 
injuries, caused by bombs and improvised 
explosive devices, are all centred in one place 
so you have to get used to seeing it. 

“All the people in the Helmand Province - 
soldiers from Britain, America, Denmark as 
well as Afghan security - are brought to 
Camp Bastion for treatment. 

“Some of the injuries were very unpleasant 
to see - it could be quite a shock, but the 
training we had before we went was to make 
sure everyone was ready to cope with it.”

Col Gilbert, who was away for three-and-a- 
half months, said his team quickly became 
skilful at dealing with atrocious injuries, 
such as loss of limbs. 

The father-of-two has also praised the cut¬ 
ting edge, modem facilities they had at the 
field hospital. 

“As soon as a casualty was brought in, a 
team would stabilise them, get them into the 
operating theatre and try and stop as much 
of the bleeding as possible,” he said. 

“When they reached the point where the 
casualty was stable they would be moved to 
the intensive care unit. 

“In some cases the British RAF would pick 
the casualty up in an aircraft, which is like a 
flying intensive care unit, and they would be 
flown to Birmingham where they would 
receive more treatment.” 

Col Gilbert said some soldiers would wake 
up in the UK with their last memories being 
of them in Afghanistan. 

We would keep a diary with notes from 
the nurses about their treatment and we 
would also get their comrades to write mes¬ 
sages so they could fill in the time they lost,” 
he added. 

Col Gilbert, who has been in the military 
for 30 years, including 12 years in the regu¬ 
lar Army, said there were also times when 
they would have to treat the enemy. 

“It was our professional duty to help them,”

he said. “The detainee would be kept at one 
end of the ward behind screens. We would 
brief the other patients and they understood 
we had to do our jobs.” 

He admitted this could be hard for some, 
particularly as there were medical staff 
flying out to dangerous conditions to pick 
up casualties. 

“I’m sure that the Taliban would have liked 
nothing more than to shoot down our 
Medical Emergency Response Team,” he 
said. 

“I had an anaesthetist and paramedic fly¬ 
ing out to what we called Lot areas’ and the 
Chinook had bullet holes where they had 
been targeted.” 

Some of the tragic cases the hospital dealt 
with included the deaths of five policemen 
who were shot and killed by a rogue Afghan 
policeman in November. 

Inspiring 

Col Gilbert said: “Five were tragically 
killed and quite a lot of others were injured 
so my team had to make sure they lived. 

“I’ve been praised for saving these lives, but 
it was my team - they were inspiring.” 

Another tragic case that Col Gilbert said 
affected him the most was the death of bomb 
disposal expert Captain Dan Read. 

The 31-year-old suffered horrific injuries 
when molten shrapnel ripped into his shoul¬ 
der in October, but after undergoing treat¬ 
ment and being flown home, he insisted on 
returning to lead his men. 

Just weeks after his return he was killed 
diffusing a roadside bomb set up by the 
Taliban. 

Col Gilbert said: “He was in the Camp 
Bastion hospital for a few days and the 


nurses got to know him quite well. They were 
devastated when they heard what had 
happened.” 

Col Gilbert is now back on English soil and 
will return to his Rochester surgery next 
month. 

He added: “The Americans that were part of 
the team are doing a six-month tour so they 
are still in Afghanistan. 

“It was strange leaving them behind. The 
Scottish TA has taken over our job now, but I 
still feel like part of me is out there.”

‘We need to avoid 
counter-terrorism 
inertia’ insists MP 


A KENT MP has defended a counter-terror¬ 
ism report described as “inadequate” and 
“wholly inaccurate” by Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson, writes Steve Knight. 

The study by the home affairs committee 
suggested the Government was unwilling to 
make the reforms necessary to keep up with 
the ever-changing terrorist threat, and accused 
the Home Office of “institutional inertia”. 

Mr Johnson hit out at the report immedi¬ 
ately following its publication this week, but 
committee member Gwyn Prosser - the 
Labour MP for Dover and Deal - said he 
stood by the findings. 

He said: “The report is looked upon as a 
criticism of some Home Office practices, but 
we are an all-party committee and we tell it 
like it is. 

“There’s no doubt there is already quite a 
complex anti-terrorism structure in place, 
and it’s just human nature for the people 
involved to defend it. But we are looking at it 
with fresh eyes and in our view there are 
things that could be done better. 

“Look at the terrorists’ methods - they’re 
adapting all the time and we need to be 
ahead of the game. We need to avoid inertia 
and be proactive.” 

The report by the committee specifically 
criticises the time it took the police and MI5 
to set up regional counter-terrorism units, 


with chairman Keith Vaz claiming sugges¬ 
tions for reforms to the counter-terrorism 
structure were continually rebuffed. 

In response Mr Johnson said the Govern¬ 
ment fully understands the threat faced by 
international terrorism and has “extremely 
effective” systems and processes in place to 
deal with it. 

However, Mr Prosser told KOS Media he 
thought one of the biggest problems in deal¬ 
ing with terrorists was that UK law current¬ 
ly states intercepted telephone calls cannot 
be used as evidence in court. 

He said: “Officers draw heavily on inter¬ 
cepted calls to detect and disrupt terrorist 
activity, but at the moment they can’t use 
that evidence in a court of law. 

‘We went to Washington to talk to counter¬ 
terrorism officers there and they couldn’t 
understand how we could function without 
that evidence, because they rely on it hugely. 

“The problem is, if a prosecutor uses part of 
a tape then the defence team can access all of 
the tape, and that brings up all manner of 
security issues. Our US counterparts under¬ 
stand that but have safeguards in place.” 

Mr Prosser said the Home Office is expect¬ 
ed to respond to the report within the next 
few months, adding: “Hopefully they’ll take 
on board our recommendations and there 
might be some movement there.”

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Free care bill would 
cost taxpayer £22m

TAXPAYERS could end up footing 
a £22 million bill if Government 
plans to introduce unlimited free 
care for the elderly get the go ahead. 

Social service officials at Kent County 
Council slammed the proposals, arguing they 
are “simply not affordable”. 

Concerns were raised after ministers 
announced they were hoping to bring in new 
guidelines with the Personal Care at Home 
Bill, to try and eliminate time limits in respect 
of elderly and disability care. 

Currently, local authorities are able to pro¬ 
vide certain community care schemes free of 
charge for up to six weeks. 

Complex guidelines 

But Government intends to remove this 
time limit for those with greatest need, 
despite problems with cost. 

National guidance for free personal care is 
only in draft form, but highlights some of the 
complex guidelines that need to be met for a 
person to be entitled to the service. 

To get the promised free personal care the 
individual must have the “highest levels of 
need” and require day-to-day assistance with 
eating and drinking, personal toilet care, 
managing immobility, management of med¬ 
ication and ensuring personal safety 

In addition, the risk to the individual if 
these needs are not met must be critical, 
for example, their lives are threatened or 


significant health problems will develop. 

Research carried out by KCC’s adult social 
services team found the new policy could cost 
the authority between £9m and £22m, with 
only a £5m government grant for support. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for 
Kent adult social services at KCC, said the 
scheme could only be paid for through cuts to 
NHS cuts and higher council taxes. 

“In an ideal world, we would wish to give 
free personal care at home to as many elderly 
people as possible,” he said. “However, it is 
simply not affordable, particularly since we 
are in the throes of a debt crisis. 

“Having given careful consideration to the 
details in the consultation document and 
accompanying impact assessment, we have 
grave misgivings and reached the conclusion 
the proposals have not been sufficiently cost¬ 
ed and assessed.” 

The Department of Health admitted in an 
impact assessment to uncertainties within 
the costs. 

Cllr Gibbens said: “In my opinion, this has 
been pushed through with limited debate in 
the House of Commons.” 

If plans are given the go ahead, hundreds 
more people would qualify for free care in 
their homes by carers. 

Cllr Gibbens added: “Other financial risks, 
which cannot be assessed but which could 
further increase costs, are people believing 
they should be eligible for this support when 
they are not, therefore refusing to pay for 
their support,” he said. 

The Personal Care at Home Bill was read 
at the House of Lords on Monday after being 
passed through the House of Commons last 
month. 


County Hall chief denies talking 
about benefit cuts with top Tory 


KENT County Council 
leader Paul Carter has 
distanced himself from plans 
to reduce benefit payments 
to people who live in towns 
with more jobs. 

Newspaper reports suggest¬ 
ed a Conservative govern¬ 
ment would consider making 
such a change, and KCC was 
one of the authorities involved 
in talks with shadow chief sec¬ 
retary Philip Hammond. 

While admitting he met Mr 
Hammond for lunch last 
month, Cllr Carter told KOS 
Media he had “never in his life” 
spoken about reducing benefits. 

He said they instead dis¬ 
cussed Cllr Carter’s paper 
Bold Steps for Radical 


Reform, which includes a 
wide range of money-saving 
proposals to devolve some 
government powers to local 
authorities. 

Cllr Carter added: “I think 
Philip Hammond misinter¬ 
preted what is enshrined in 
my paper. He seems to be sug¬ 
gesting local government 
should change the benefits 
entitlement, whereas I just 
think benefit support could be 
better utilised. 

‘What we are saying is if 
you spend £2.2 billion on wel¬ 
fare dependency in Kent - 
about £25,000 per family - 
then how can you spend that 
money in a more creative way 
to get people who are out of 


work back into employment?” 

Mr Hammond revealed at a 
conference last week that the 
Conservative Treasury team 
was considering handing 
responsibility to local councils 
for the setting and distribut¬ 
ing of benefits. 

He said: “There are key 
issues we will have to face in 
delivering this agenda. 

“Can we take the public 
with us in this agenda? Can 
we persuade people living in 
your area, for example, they 
would rather see the manage¬ 
ment of workless benefits in 
the hands of a local authority 
than in the hands of a nation¬ 
al government setting stan¬ 
dards nationally?” 
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Cannabis arrests 

THREE people were arrested after police 
found 200 cannabis plants at a home. 

Officers swooped on Wednesday, February 3, 
after a call from a member of the public report¬ 
ing suspicious noises at an address at The 
Moor, Hawkhurst. 

When officers went to the house they discov¬ 
ered approximately 200 cannabis plants being 
grown hydroponically. 

A vehicle in the area was stopped by officers 
who arrested two men and a woman in connec¬ 
tion with the plants being grown at the house. 

The three were later bailed while inquiries 
continue.

Grant to provide dedicated support for young rape victims 


Specialist advisor to help 
sexually abused children 



A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape 
and sexual violence has 
secured funding for Brit¬ 
ain’s first-ever children’s 
independent advisor, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The new position means 
young people who have suffered 
abuse at the hands of rapists 
and paedophiles can access spe¬ 
cialist, confidential support, 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Mat¬ 
ters was able to make the provi¬ 
sion thanks to a grant of 
£64,000 from the Equalities 
and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations 
director at the charity, said the 
new Young Person’s Indepen¬ 
dent Sexual Violence Advisor 
(YP-ISVA) is vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape vic¬ 
tims we see, a quarter are aged 
12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are 
filling a gap which has never 


been done before for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well 
as being awarded the grant, the 
partnership between Family 
Matters, the Crown Prosecution 
Service and Kent Police through 
the Kent Criminal Justice Board 
has made real changes to victim 
support. 

The organisations are also 
working with the UK Border 
Agency to help deal with young 
girls who have been trafficked 
for the sex trade. 

Convictions 

Rebecca Masey, who has 
taken on the YP-ISVA position, 
will offer tailored support to 
children and young people who 
have suffered rape or sexual 
abuse and act as a gateway to 
the charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take 
place to ensure further victimi¬ 
sation is stopped. 

The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters 
less likely to come forward for 
help. Close family members of 
victims will also receive support. 


Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 
Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he 
is sure the specialist service will 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable 
and emotionally-scarred chil¬ 
dren will get more of the help 
and support they need and 
deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only 
too well the need for services 
like Family Matters is 24-year- 
old Sarah, (not her real name). 

Last August she was raped by 
two men after her drink was 
spiked. Speaking about her 
ordeal to KOS Media, she said 
she would not have been able to 
cope had it not been for the 
Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are 
helped too,” she said. “I wouldn’t 
have been able to get through 
this without the counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, 
don’t hide it. Come forward and 
get help.”

Artefacts saved 
as fire museum 
made homeless 


By CHRIS MURPHY 


THE Kent fire service museum 
urgently needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been forced to 
move it from their Maidstone headquarters, 
and are now hunting for a new location to 
house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, from 
Canterbury, said he was sad about the closure, 
but delighted his campaign to keep the collec¬ 
tion together has been successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum should 
preferably be maintained at service headquar¬ 
ters but, if that were not to be, it is important 
to preserve the collection intact. 

“There was unanimous support [at the Kent 
Fire and Rescue Authority’s planning and per¬ 
formance committee] for the principle of keep¬ 
ing the collection together. 

“A project team, including representatives of 
the interested parties, is to be established to 
develop plans for a virtual [online] museum 
and for rehousing the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin made 
it clear it was not the intention to close the 
existing museum straight away and he 
undertook that everything possible would be

done to rehouse the collection in one place. 

“Whilst it is disappointing the museum will 
have to move, I am encouraged by this support 
for keeping the collection together. Every effort 
must now be made to find somewhere where 
this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week and 
includes artefacts including videos of fire, pho¬ 
tographs, and a hollowed out tree trunk used 
as an underground water main. 

The fire service said: “We have teams of staff 
who need to be located at our HQ in order to 
run the service and we do not have room to 
house them. This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up by the 
museum has to be considered.”

A CHARITY worker who helped 
locate victims of the devastating 
Haitian earthquake says she is 
confident the nation will recover 
from the disaster. 

Naomi Morris, 26, from Sandgate, near 
Folkestone, was a passenger on the first 
British aid plane to reach the crisis-hit 
Caribbean country, which was rocked by 
the catastrophic quake on January 11. 

She was part of the MapAction team that 
uses mapping and satellite technology - as 
well as information from text messages, 
emails and other sources - to provide aid 
agencies and search-and-rescue teams with 
up-to-date information about blocked roads 
or collapsed buildings and bridges. 

Miss Morris said: “The city of Port-au- 
Prince itself is devastated and there has 
been huge destruction of buildings. 

“There are lots of big piles of ash with 
body parts in them where people have had 
to bum their loved ones, so it’s been very 
hard and everyone has had to be as 
resilient as they can. 

Humanitarian 

“But I’ve been impressed with how the 
country as a whole is getting on with 
things. While it will take years to rebuild 
the place, I think the people themselves 
will be able to turn things around very 
quickly.” 

Within hours of the magnitude seven 
earthquake hitting Haiti, MapAction had 
set up two teams to help with the recovery 
effort. 

One helped organise the search-and-res- 
cue teams while the other co-ordinated the 
humanitarian aid operation, including the 
locating of IDP (internally displaced per¬ 
sons) camps. 

Miss Morris spent almost three weeks in 
Port-au-Prince before returning to the UK 
last weekend, but spent just three days at 
home before returning to the Caribbean on 
Wednesday for a further three-month stint. 

Miss Morris said: ‘We get the information 
by any means possible. Some of it was com¬ 
ing in through emails and text messages, 
and some was from the families of people 
actually trapped beneath the mbble. 

“Unfortunately many of them would have

the charity for more than two years. In that 
time she has been involved in operations in 
the west African nation of Burkina Faso - 
which suffered from heavy flooding in 
September, 2009 - and Papua New Guinea. 

She said: “The support network and team¬ 
work that goes on in disaster areas is invalu¬ 
able, with everyone supporting and keeping 
an eye on one another. 

“I’ve been OK, but I’ve not had much time to 


think about things. It’s probably a good thing 
that we’re so busy so that we don’t have to. 

“MapAction has given me the opportunity to 
be involved and I’m just doing everything I 
can now to help the recovery effort.”

Asked how he will be different to 
his predecessors, Bishop Trevor said: 
“I think we all try to build on the per¬ 
son that was there before us. 

“But I believe the handover is from 
the community - the real lessons 
come from the people who live here.” 

He said he has been looking for¬ 
ward to taking over from Dr Venner, 
who has become the Anglican Bishop 
for the Armed Forces. 

The Dr Venner was at the centre of 
controversy in December when he 
made comments about how the 
Taliban could be admired for their 
commitment to their faith. He later 
apologised. 

Bishop Trevor said: “I think his 
comments regarding the Taliban 
were misunderstood.” 

Bishop Trevor now starts his work 
on behalf of the Archbishop and dio¬ 
cese of Canterbury, which stretches 
from Maidstone to the east coast.

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Agricultural ex p erts calling on Government 
to do more to help fight famine on continent

AFRICA’S poorest people will 
continue to starve unless the UK 
Government rethinks its interna¬ 
tional spending strategy, scholars 
have warned. 

Researchers at the Medway-based 
Natural Resources Institute (NRI) say it is 
“disgraceful” that world hunger is still such 
a huge problem when modern farming tech¬ 
niques are readily available to help ease 
their suffering. 

The NRI - run by academics from the 
University of Greenwich - was one of several 
groups that contributed to a Parliamentary 
study into global food security entitled Why 
No Thought for Food. 

Perfect storm 

Director Dr Guy Poulter told KOS Media 
he hoped the report would focus cross-party 
and wider public attention on the key issues 
of agricultural development. 

He said: 'We recently reached a sad land¬ 
mark in that there are now more than a 
billion hungry people in the world. 

“Despite the modem farming techniques 
around today there are still famines in Africa, 
which is disgraceful in the 21st century. 

“Years ago Asia also had big problems with 
famine, but now there is sufficient food to 
feed the people - not that they’re not still 
very poor. 

“The situation in Africa has been referred 
to as a perfect storm due to the combination 
of climate change, rising food prices and the 
use of foodstuffs like maize for biofuels. That 
equates to a crisis.” 

The Parliamentary inquiry received about 


130 written submissions and took oral evi¬ 
dence directly from 29 of the UK’s most expe¬ 
rienced experts on agricultural development 
- including Dr Poulter. 

Its conclusion was that at least 10 per cent 
of the Government’s overseas aid budget 
should be spent on farming and agriculture. 

Other groups that contributed to the report 
include Action Aid, Christian Aid and the UK 
Food Group. 

Dr Poulter said: “The NRI and the other 
groups involved in the inquiry have a long¬ 
standing concern that the UK - and DFID 
(the Department for International 
Development) in particular - has downgrad¬ 
ed and even ignored support to Africa for a 
long period of time. 

“The UK is trying to increase the amount of 
money it spends on international develop¬ 
ment, and rightly so. 

“But over the last 10 to 20 years DFID has¬ 
n’t been paying enough attention to support¬ 
ing agriculture in Africa when it should have 
been. But it’s good that the international 
community has admitted it lost the plot and 
that it needs to invest in agriculture again. 

“But it’s a long-term commitment and not 
one that can be switched on and off. 

“We need to start rebuilding and looking at 
appropriate means to increase food produc¬ 
tion so developing nations can take owner¬ 
ship of their own issues.” 

Last month the UK Government set up a 
£20 million emergency aid programme for 
victims of the Haiti earthquake, helping 
more than 350,000 people gain access to food, 
clean water, shelter and medicine. 

However, Dr Poulter said such hand-to-mouth 
methods were not sustainable in the long term. 

He said: “It’s the old story about give a man 
a fish and he won’t go hungry for a day, but 
teach him to fish and he’ll never go hungry 
again. I don’t think there’s been enough of 
that in the last 10 to 15 years.” 


County town top 10 for car security 


MOTORISTS can rest assured their cars 
are secure on the streets of Maidstone 
after it was named one of the UK’s top 10 
safest places. 

The town was listed eighth in a national 
survey for the fewest number of car thefts 
and is only one of two towns in southern 
England to make it into the top 10. 

Det Insp Kris Hill, of the tactical crime 
investigation department at Maidstone, 
which investigates vehicle theft, said: We’re 
delighted Maidstone has been named as one 
of the safest places in Britain when it comes 
to vehicle theft. 

“This is supported by the recent Home 
Office crime figures, which show a 23.5 per 
cent fall in car crime from July to September 
2009, equating to 171 fewer victims com¬ 
pared with the previous year. 

“However, this doesn’t leave room for com¬ 
placency - we are continuing to find increas¬ 
ingly sophisticated ways of targeting crimi¬ 


nals who commit vehicle crime, which is 
leading to greater detection and deterring 
would-be thieves.” 

The figures, released by insurance compa¬ 
ny Endsleigh in its annual motor theft 
index, have also been welcomed by 
Maidstone and Weald MP Ann Widdecombe. 

She said: “This is a testament to the care 
and attention residents take with their cars 
and belongings and also to the hard work of 
the council and police force that ensures the 
highest standard of safety awareness. 

“Despite this, I am conscious that more 
than can always be done to encourage resi¬ 
dents to remain cautious and keep both 
their belongings and themselves safe.” 

The report is based on figures for stolen 
cars and possessions found in them, such as 
iPods and satellite navigation systems. 

The results are collected by analysing 
motor claims during the last three years 
from Endsleigh policyholders in the UK.

Who will protect the police? 

Internet campaign takes a stand against solo patrols

A WOULD-be policewoman who 
set up an online protest against 
solo patrols says she will sacrifice 
her dream if it means keeping offi¬ 
cers safe. 

Erith resident Angi Butcher, 39, has designs 
on becoming a police community support offi¬ 
cer (PCSO) but admits her Facebook cam¬ 
paign - which has already attracted more 
than 1,200 followers - could harm her future 
job prospects. 

Dozens of negative comments have been 
posted on the social networking website, the 
majority of which are aimed at the Metro¬ 
politan Police where Commissioner Sir Paul 
Stephenson has spearheaded the move to 
sending out beat officers on patrol alone, and 
where Mrs Butcher wants to work. 


She said: “One of our bobbies was assaulted 
just before Christmas and was on his own at 
the time, and I just thought as a small woman 
would I really want to go on lone patrols? 

“I set the Facebook group up thinking only a 
few friends and family would join, so I’m 
amazed by how quickly it has taken off. 

“Supposedly police have a bad reputation 
and everyone hates them, so it’s nice to see 
how much support they are receiving. 

“The police are there to protect us, but who 
is there to protect them? 

“Their job is dangerous enough without 
making it even more so by asking them to go 
out on patrol alone. 

“I know the publicity might not do my job 
prospects any good, but if this campaign 
means single patrols are rethought, then fine.” 

Of those who have signed up to the Facebook 
campaign, more than 300 are thought to be 
Metropolitan Police officers. 

According to press reports, Scotland Yard 
officials are said to be concerned about some of 
the messages posted on the site.

Yet despite the apparent support for solo 
patrols to be reviewed in London, Kent Police 
Federation chairman Ian Pointon said it was 
not an issue in Kent. 

He said: “It’s important to take a pragmatic 
approach to things because there are times 
when it is perfectly sensible for officers to 
patrol on their own, just like there are times 


when the converse applies. 

“By and large Kent Police gets things right 
but there are always occasions where the 
unforeseen occurs. 

“But would we send one officer to deal with 
a drugs den? Of course we wouldn’t. 

“It’s about things being properly risk- 
assessed. I’m not a subscriber that people need 
to be in pairs all the time, and I think in Kent 
we have reached a sensible compromise.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
said the decision as to whether officers or 
PCSOs go out alone or in pairs is made by a 
supervisor following a risk assessment. 

He added: “There are legitimate circum¬ 
stances where police vehicles or foot patrols 
can be carried out by one person, but there are 
circumstances under which double-crewing 
may be more appropriate. 

“Kent Police strives to provide the best pos¬ 
sible service to the public when we are in a 
position to respond to calls for assistance, by 
having the right number of staff, with the right 
equipment, in the right place at the right time.” 
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Homeless ‘slip through the net’

A CHARITY for the homeless 
has taken a step forward in the 
nationwide fight to end rough 
sleeping by 2012. 

Porchlight, which was named as a champi¬ 
on in the Government’s No One Left Out 
campaign, held a conference last week to 
bring together different agencies from 
across Kent to help the plight of vulnerable, 
homeless people. 

The Canterbury-based charity also 
commissioned a piece of research by the 
University of Kent called Slipping Through 
the Net which revealed how rough sleepers 
and service providers view each other. 

Homeless people, local authorities, mental 
health units, prison and probation services 
and housing providers were interviewed as 
part of the study. 

Chief executive of Porchlight Mike Barrett 
said the research was conducted to find out 
how to stop vulnerable, homeless people slip¬ 
ping through gaps in the system. 

“What I want to do is build on what the 
report is saying and take a more joined-up 
approach,” he said. 

‘What we’ve seen is that provision for sin-

gle, homeless people is not really co-ordinat¬ 
ed and therefore it is easy for some people to 
slip through the net and not get help.” 

According to the research, the extent 
of homelessness in Kent is difficult to 
quantify. 

Different types ranging from rough 
sleepers to sofa-surfers and the ‘hidden 
homeless’ not living independently, 
means true figures are hard to collate. 

A count at the end of last year by 


Firms must not slip 
up on safety at work 


MORE than one person a day was seriously 
hurt at work last year, according to the 
latest figures from the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

In all, 453 people in Kent suffered major 
injuries from things like slips and trips, the 
most common cause of accidents. 

Forty people were killed in the UK. 

Nationally, they cost the country around 
£800 million a year in lost days at work. 

In all, 799 people took three or more days 
off in the county to recover from being hurt. 

There were 1,232 slip, trip or fall related 
injuries in Kent, and a county law firm has 
underlined the importance of getting health 
and safety right at work to save injuries and 
a small fortune. 

The HSE has now launched a fresh phase 
of its Shattered Lives campaign to reduce the 
most common accidents with the launch of a 
new website offering practical advice and 
guidance. 

The main sectors where the most accidents 
happen are health and social care, education, 
food manufacturing, food retail, catering and 
hospitality, building and plant maintenance, 
plus construction. 

On the website advice ranges from how to 
deal with spills and other slip risks, to the 
importance of using ladders correctly to 
reduce the risk of falling from height, the 
number one workplace killer in the UK. 


Mike Walters, principal inspector for the 
HSE in Kent, said: “These figures highlight 
the real and serious nature of preventable 
slip, trip and fall incidents in the workplace. 

“They might sound funny, but they 
shatter the lives of thousands of British 
workers ever year.” 

Douglas Skilton is an associate at law firm 
Thomson Snell & Passmore, which has its 
HQ in Tunbridge Wells and an office in 
Greenhithe. 

He said: “With the risk of ever-increasing 
fines and the imprisonment of individuals a 
sentencing option for most health and safety 
offences, it is vital for directors and 
managers to think about what practical 
steps they can take to protect themselves 
and their businesses. 

“A good starting point would be to review 
your health and safety policy to ensure it is 
up to date. 

“Risk assessments are crucial to accident 
prevention - they inform what reasonably 
practical steps an employer must take in order 
to discharge its health and safety duties. 

“Businesses would also be well advised to 
check the extent of their insurance cover and 
in particular whether senior managers and 
directors will be covered by company policy 
in the event they are personally prosecuted.”

Porchlight found 23 people sleeping rough in 
the county’s 13 districts, with evidence of a 
further 31 homeless. 

But Gill Bryant, outreach strategic area 
manager, said at the time that the real figure 
was more like 200. 

The different definitions of ‘homeless’ was 
highlighted at the conference as the reason 
so many vulnerable people are passed from 
one agency to another, in many cases causing 
them to vanish into the system altogether. 

But Mr Barrett said regardless of what sit¬ 
uation a person is in, they should be able to 
get the stability they need though the coun¬ 
ty’s services. 

In 2008-09 in Kent and Medway, 1,159 
households were accepted as homeless and 
in priority need for council housing by local 
authorities, but 44 per cent were rejected. 

Although there are no official figures, 
research suggests that agencies are housing 
three times as many homeless people as 
councils. 

Porchlight itself has four accommodation 


projects - in Dover, Canterbury, Ashford and 
Ramsgate. 

Mr Barrett said single homeless people 
interviewed in the study felt they were being 
pushed from “pillar to post”. 

“The fact many individuals in our society 
are already frightened, frustrated and angry 
may go someway to helping practitioners 
understand why vulnerable people vanish or 
do not respond positively to being told they 
need to find their own way,” he said. 

“This is in a housing market that is out of 
reach in terms of affordability and supply. 

‘We hope the report is received in a spirit of 
co-operation and is the catalyst to get agencies, 
organisations and government talking about 
how we can work better in partnership.” 

Asked whether he believes rough sleeping 
can be wiped out by 2012, Mr Barrett said: “It 
is possible, but what is really important is 
that we maintain that. 

“It must not be for the short term - the 
problem is not going to go away, we have to 
keep working at it.”

A FAMILY tree researcher 
who discovered mistakes 
on the war graves of a trag¬ 
ic young couple has made 
breakthroughs in his quest 
for information. 

Gravesend pensioner John 
Franklin, 71, made it his mission to 
correct the errors at 
Holy Cross Church in 
Bearsted, near 

Maidstone, and has 
spent six years con¬ 
tacting relatives and 
gathering information 
about two of the people 
remembered there. 

George and Pamela 
Lawrence (nee Thorpe) 
had been married for 
just five months when 
Pamela, who was a 
senior cipher clerk in 
the Women’s Auxiliary 
Air Force, died in an 
air accident in January, 1943. 

Her husband died in similar cir¬ 
cumstances just over a year later. 

Mr Franklin appealed for help in 
tracing relatives of the couple after 
discovering Mr Lawrence’s age was 
a year out on his tombstone, while 
the date of his wife’s death was also 
incorrect. 

The errors can only be rectified if 
a relative gives consent. 

Mr Franklin said: “An article in 
your newspaper led me to a close 
relative of Pamela’s. She had very 
little knowledge about her but was 
delighted to have made contact.

“She and I, along with 
an elderly Bearsted resi¬ 
dent who at one time was 
actually led by Pamela in 
the Brownies, filled in a 
lot of the gaps. 

“But with George I was 
running into blanks 
everywhere, to the extent 
that I could do very little 
research on him for about 
two years.” 

After taking advice from staff at 
the Kent Studies Centre in 
Maidstone, Mr Franklin contacted a 
local newspaper in Woking, Surrey, 
for help in finding Mr Lawrence’s 
nephew, Mark, who he knew had 
lived in the town at one point. 

The appeal worked and led to Mr 
Franklin also getting the chance to 
meet Mr Lawrence’s brother and 
sister-in-law. 

He said: “I spoke to them at 
length. They had very little knowl¬ 
edge of what had happened to 


George during the war, but I had 
this young man’s life history in my 
hands and was able to copy it all for 
them. They had a seven-and-a-half 
minute clip of George and Pamela’s 
wedding on 35mm film that they 
burned onto a DVD for me, which 
was brilliant.” 

Mr Franklin said he would 
not pressure the relatives he had 
met into correcting the mistakes, 
which he puts down to a combina¬ 
tion of poor arithmetic and scruffy 
handwriting on the headstone 
instructions. 

He said: “I just got the bug with 
this thing. There will come a day 
when I reach as far as I can go, but 
I just thought it was something that 
should be recognised. 

“If the relatives are happy to let it 
lie, then that’s fine. I have plenty of 
other things to be getting on with.”

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Man jailed for attacking 
teen with porcelain cup 


A THUG has been jailed for 
three years after smashing a 
porcelain cup into a teenage 
schoolboy’s face. 

Aaron Hopkins, of Tennyson 
Avenue, Cliffe, was sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court 
after pleading guilty to a 
charge of grievous bodily harm. 

The court heard how 
Hopkins, 20, attacked his 14-

Hopkins armed himself with 
a cup before hitting the young¬ 
ster in the face.

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iPhone app offers 
public chance to 
interact with MPs 


A KENT MP has launched the 
world’s first 'app 7 for the iPhone to 
help put the public in touch with 
their parliamentarian. 

In fact, Derek Wyatt hopes governments 
around the world will take it up to spread 
democracy. 

It goes live on Thursday, February 11. 

The member for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey said: “There is no reason why elected 
politicians the world over shouldn’t want to 
engage with the people they serve in this way. 

“I certainly hope that now people know it 
can be done, and that citizens want to engage 
in this way, my colleagues at home and 
abroad take this idea and make it even bet¬ 
ter for their constituents.” 

‘Digital inclusion’ 

Mr Wyatt said the app will enable people 
with the high-tech phone to see what their 
MP is doing in their area, and inform them of 
any concerns and give their opinions. 

The application will list MP’s surgeries and 
allow members of the public to hold discus¬ 
sions with Members of Parliament. 

Mr Wyatt said the idea was conceived 
when it became apparent the public wanted 
their MPs to be more accountable to them. 

With tens of thousands of constituents and

just one MP to go round, he said there was a 
need for an easier way to communicate on a 
mass level. 

It is the first time that smartphone tech¬ 
nology has been used in this way to help 
bridge the gap between parliamentarians 
and the general public, and is part of Mr 
Wyatt’s drive to promote ‘digital inclusion’ in 
his constituency. 

The Labour member, who is standing down 
from the Commons at this year’s general 
election, said: “Now people can alert me in 
real time to any issues that I need to address, 
and they don’t have to visit my website to 
find out what I’m doing. 

“This is a new way to encourage people who 
are not particularly engaged in technology or 
politics to get involved. 

“I believe this is the way of the future and 
hope other MPs will follow suit.” 

The app was built by public sector digital 
agency, Public Zone, and is available free of 
charge from the Apple iTunes store. 

Public Zone intends to roll out the MyMP 
app, which also integrates with Google Maps, 
to other MPs this month.

IT’S SAFE to say Mike Fuller experienced 
more than his fair share of trials and tribula¬ 
tions throughout his six-year stint as Kent’s 
chief constable. 

The Securitas robbery, Folkestone earth¬

assaults and murders - equate to an extraor¬ 
dinary period in charge.

That’s not to say he hasn’t faced controver¬ 
sy, none more so than his force’s handling of 
the Kingsnorth Climate Camp protest.

When he landed Kent Police’s top job back 
in 2004, much was made of Mr Fuller being 
Britain’s first black chief constable. 

But there are now many in Kent who 
believe he was simply one of Britain’s best.

Talking is the only solution 

West’s Afghan strateg y is 
now part of the problem, 
savs MP Adam Holloway 


THE first duty of any govern¬ 
ment is the security of the people. 
Here in Gravesend, well inten- 
tioned ‘political correctness’ has 
made us all less safe, but not as 
much as the well intentioned 
debacle of Nato’s involvement in 
Afghanistan. 

What we are doing there makes 
irrational bombers - out to kill 
residents of Kent - far more like¬ 
ly. The Taliban are not interna¬ 
tional terrorists, unpleasant 
though the hardcore are. 

In fact there are hundreds of 
groups, most of whom are no 
more than traditional Afghan 
Muslims, the sons of local farm¬ 
ers. The same was true when I 
spent time there in the 1980s, but 
then I travelled with what we 
called ‘the resistance’. Then as 
now, they are united not by Islam, 
but the presence of foreign troops 
in their areas, and hatred of cen¬ 
tral government in a country that 
has never felt like a country in 
rural areas. Deadly ideological 
extremists are the minority - 
about 80 per cent of‘Taliban’ dead 
die within 20 miles or so of where 
they live. Does that tell you some¬ 
thing about who we have really 
picked a fight with? 

If we are serious about doing 
the right thing by our own and 
the Afghan people, we need to 
separate the ordinaiy Afghans 
and non-ideological fighters from 
the hardcore Taliban. The key ele¬ 
ment to any success in the insur¬ 
gent Pashtun areas is deal mak¬ 
ing. There needs to be a credible 


central negotiating partner for 
the Taliban groups to talk to. The 
corrupt government of President 
Karsai and the brother he has 
appointed to do the negotiations 
are not that. Like it or not, the 
Afghans we have been fighting - 
virtually all of them - have a 
place in Afghanistan’s future. 

Making deals with tribes, sub¬ 
tribes, villages, networks, even up 
to the gates of wherever Mullah 
Omar now hides. This would 
involve football pitch-sized 
hangars of hundreds of analysts 
and Afghans, looking at the 
provinces right down to district 
and village level - mapping per¬ 
sonalities, motivations, tracking 
and listening to telephone calls - 
so we know who controls where 
and is aggrieved by what. 

You might think this a no- 
brainer, but we aren’t doing it. If 
we could do this properly, we real¬ 
ly could separate these ordinary 
people from the super-extremists 
in Pakistan. Pakistan is the heart 
of the insurgency. Whatever the 
Pakistani political class tells us, 
they see everything through the 
prism of a future war with India, 
and the danger of a pro-Indian 


country to Pakistan’s west. 

Unless pressure is put on the 
Indians and the Pakistanis, the 
Taliban leadership in Pakistan 
will remain comfortable; so not on 
the run, communicating, and able 
wait out the collapse of public 
opinion in the West without any 
pressure to make a deal. 

The British Government tells 
us the solution to our problem is 
our exit strategy: a strong Afghan 
national security force and yet 
more NATO military operations. 
It sounds sensible to us in the 
UK. Alas, what this really means 
is a large army mainly composed 
of Afghans from the northern eth¬ 
nic groups who would replace us 
in the areas of the country where 
the fighting is taking place. 

But in these areas, such ethnic 
groups are complete outsiders to 
the Pashtun villagers. This is like 
there being an insurgency in 
Wales and having a Scottish 
army with some Welsh officers 
imposing the will of a British 
Prime Minister from a gangster 
family. Do we first create an 
insurgency, then pay for a large 
army of an alien state to fight it? 

A few weeks ago a former friend 



of both Osama Bin Laden and 
Mullah Omar stayed with me in 
Gravesend. I asked him if more 
Western troops was the answer. 

“More casualties, more econom¬ 
ic cost to you - which is what 
Osama wants - more disorgani¬ 
sation in your chain of command, 
so more Afghan casualties, more 
reaction from the population, 
more perception of occupation. 
And anyway, more will never be 
enough.” 

There is no perfect answer, 
but it is done by local politics, 
not big armies. In Afghanistan 
and across the Muslim world, 
the challenge is to separate pop¬ 
ulations from extremists. Since 
9/11 we have only made our 
problem worse. It is time to 
realise the answers lie beyond 
combat operations.

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A bridge to the future 

That Kent County Council is investigating 
the feasibility of an additional Thames 
Crossing is most welcome. 

Delays due to congestion at the Dartford 
Crossing cost business millions. These delays 
deter commercial and industrial investment 
in Kent. KCC is thinking of promoting new 
high-speed railways as well as the additional 
Thames Crossing. Our decision-makers 
should combine these two ideas. 

There is an urgent need for a new high¬ 
speed line between Ebbsfleet and Stansted. 
Such a route would entail a second rail link 
from Kent across the Thames. 

Advantages of the high-speed line I am sug¬ 
gesting include: 

• Provision of a much-needed railway from 
Kent to a major airport; 

• New links to Cambridge, Peterborough and 
Birmingham, among other places, using 
either new track or existing lines; 

• Relief for the new line between St Pancras 
and Ebbsfleet, demands on which will soon 
exceed capacity; 

• Additional use of the railway between 
Ebbsfleet and Ashford, which cannot now be 
exploited fully because of commuter traffic 
nearer London; 

• Diversion of road traffic from the Dartford 
Crossing and motorways to the rail network, 
meeting environmental imperatives; 

• Construction of part of a railway around 
London - a rail equivalent of the M25. 

The new railway would benefit the nation 
as well as Kent. When the Channel Tunnel 
was opened there were unrealistic ideas, 
never implemented, for sleeper trains from 
Scotland, Wales and northern England. 

However, the line I am suggesting could 
bring major benefits by enabling passenger 
and freight trains to run from East Anglia, 
the Midlands and further afield to Kent and 
the Continent. 

The UK is desperately short of both public 
and private sector investment capital. But 
neither Kent nor the nation will regain eco¬ 


KCC ‘vision’ is a nightmare 


The county council’s “ambitious vision” for 
Kent, as reported by KOS Media last 
weekend, shows once again the 
Conservatives’ passion for concreting our 
countryside with roads. 

Their plans will push more cars onto the 
roads, more planes into the air and ensure 
Kent increases its carbon footprint to way 
beyond its already ridiculously high level.

Not in 
Kent, where Dungeness C will not be built 
because the site is unsuitable and subject to 
rising sea levels due to climate change. 

Not easily in the UK at all, since the energy 
industry wants the Government to pay for 
new nuclear power stations and the 
Government says it won’t. 

He thinks the future will involve coal. Not 
in Kent, where the indefinite delay to a new 
Kingsnorth coal-fired power station is in part 
because of requirements that it capture at 
least a quarter of its carbon emissions. Since 
the technology for large-scale carbon capture 
and storage does not exist yet, and 100 per 
cent capture of emissions is necessary to 
reduce greenhouse gas emissions, this power 
station may well never be built. 

However, both the present and the future 
include the wind farms on Romney Marsh 
and Kentish Flats (already built), the Thanet 
offshore wind farm and the massive London 
Array in the Thames Estuary. Our future 
includes greater efficiency in Kent’s buildings 
to cut energy bills. Solar water heating units 
and solar panels for electricity will quickly 
become as common as satellite dishes. 

Mr Tiltman dismisses human-induced cli¬ 
mate change - without evidence. The consen¬ 
sus opinions of our own Met Office, the UN 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change, 
NASA, and the scientific academies of 13 
countries (including our own) are that cli¬ 
mate change is a real and existing threat. 

The evidence is compelling.

Slow-moving disaster 

In reply to Mr Grainger (Letters, last week), 
firstly the Green New Deal includes the set¬ 
ting up of a Green Investment Bank (GIB). 
This needs to be run on a social enterprise 
basis, to help prevent the profiteering and 
bonus culture that brought about the current 
economic debacle. 

The GIB could be used to help people make 
the changes to their homes in terms of solar 


panels, insulation, etc. Indeed, a recent 
YouGov poll indicated that people would like 
to do a lot more to upgrade their homes to 
eco-friendly standards. The GIB could also 
assist councils to bring housing stock up to 
sustainable standards, and businesses would 
also be helped to ‘go green’. 

As for the world population problem, this 
was taken from a recent BBC Horizon pro¬ 
gramme presented by Sir David 
Attenborough. I do not advocate doubling our 
population, just ensuring a better distribution 
of resources. This could be done via the pro¬ 
posed Tobin tax on international transac¬ 
tions. But it would have to go direct to the 
people, not the elites who have syphoned off 
such aid in the past. We should expand fair 
trade schemes, which have seen a 30-fold 
increase in the last 10 years. Do we really 
need green beans from Kenya when most 
farmers there exist on a subsistence basis? 

Research for the BBC’s Countryfile showed 
that the wastage of food by, in the main, UK 
retailers and supermarkets, amounts to four 
times as much as could adequately feed the 
6.8 billion people now on the planet. 

As for the destruction of rainforests, espe¬ 
cially in South America, this is now being 
changed in places such as Brazil as they 
realise the dangers to both their populations 
and their flora and fauna, as well as from 
man-made climate change. 

On China and India, yes, they are industri¬ 
alising in the ‘wrong 5 way, to send us cheap 
goods; but it is surely up to us, who led the 
industrial revolution, to show more leader¬ 
ship by embracing a renewables-based new 
industrial revolution and so help the rest of 
the world change as well. 

On the glaciers, yes, the IPCC wrongly 
included a non-peer-reviewed report on the 
melting of Himalayan glaciers, but this does 
not show the rest of the world’s glaciers are 
all right. Most other peer-reviewed scientific 
reports state the glaciers are retreating. Even 
the Indian government says they are, but 
maybe - at the moment - not as fast as was 
claimed by one researcher. The real scandal 
is the lack of research. This has to be rectified 
as scientists now report increases in methane 
release, a much more potent greenhouse gas, 
around the Arctic. This would speed up the 
melting of glaciers and the land ice in 
Antartica and Greenland. 

As for Mr Tilson, he makes all sorts of 
claims - without providing a single peer- 
reviewed source - against global warming. 
Indeed, the deniers have never been able to 
produce any substantive body of peer- 
reviewed scientific reports. 

Climate change is a slow-moving disaster 
which is probably, in part, why some still try 
to refute it or say it isn’t happening.

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SPARK is a great name for 
Chevrolet’s new baby car, spark¬ 
ing major changes in the way the 
American marque is perceived 
in the UK. 

The Spark is not simply a new model, but 
a whole new name and philosophy that 
also severs a link with the past by replac¬ 
ing the increasingly tired-looking Matiz, 
launched as a Daewoo 12 years ago. 

To be fair, with a clever five-door body 
credited to Italian motor style guru 
Giorgetto Giugiaro, the Matiz originally put 
some western city car designs to shame, 
but sales have relied increasingly on keen 
pricing and, latterly, the Government spon-

sored £2,000-a-time Scrappage scheme. 

The car was not helped when Daewoo’s 
troubled parent sold control of its car divi¬ 
sion to General Motors in 2001; as part of a 
re-brand as Chevrolet for the UK, the Matiz 
gained a facelift that made it look like it 
had been put on a burger and fries diet. 

No such accusation could be made 
against the Spark. 

Within compact city car dimensions, 
Chevy has created a crisply-drawn high 
roof five-door replacement with fashionably 
concealed rear door handles and bags of 
cabin space. 

With dealers knocking out final Matiz 




stocks for as little as £4,995, it looks more 
expensive priced at £6,945, but the Spark is 
far more sophisticated than its predecessor 
and will come with more features. 

Selling initially in five-door form only it will 
also sell with two petrol options - a 68PS 
(67bhp) 1.0-litre or 82PS (81bhp) 1.2-litre. 

Standard kit includes air con, electric 
front windows and six airbags, which 
enabled the Spark to score an overall four 
out of five stars in the Euro NCAP crash 
test, with a maximum five stars for child 
protection. 

Mid-range LS trim - expected to be the 
most popular - adds remote central lock¬ 
ing, interior upgrades, front fog lamps and 
a body-coloured rear spoiler. 

Then LS+ gets alloys, electric windows all¬ 


round, heated electric mirrors, roof bars and 
steering wheel audio controls, while the LT 
flagship adds 15-inch alloys, climate control, 
exterior body kit and six-speaker stereo. 

The car is launched officially in March, but 
dealers are jockeying to unveil the car early. 

Caftyns of Tunbridge Wells - officially 
one of the brand’s top 15 dealers - is even 
staging a pre-launch event on February 15 
for existing customers with a chance to 
drive the new Chevy baby a few days later. 

General sales manager Andy Kitney said: 
“Advance interest has been such that we 
felt we just had to go as early as possible 
with introducing the car to customers.”

TOYOTA hasn’t exactly struck the 
gold implied by the name of its 
Ford Focus challenger, the Auris. 

Perhaps punters tumbled that it was really 
just a name change for the ultra-reliable 
Corolla; the latter may have helped make 
Toyota the world’s number one carmaker, but 
it scored zero for personality and so gave way 
in the UK to the Auris in 2007. 

Three years on though and not much has 
changed, so the Auris has had a shake-up. 

Along with a ‘Made in the UK label - it is 
produced at Toyota’s Derbyshire plant - the 
three and five-door line-up (from £14,463) now 
has sharper lines, handling and ride, says 
Toyota. 

Work on the last is a direct result of cus¬ 
tomer feedback and, possibly, whinging motor 
writers like this one. The work should be most 
noticeable on T2 and TR models. 

The speed-sensitive Electric Power Steering 
(EPS) has also been refined for better feedback 
and vehicle agility. 

All of this will better support a sportier new 
look. The front end has a new deep bumper 
with integrated fog lamps for upmarket TR 
and SR models, swept-back headlamps, plus a 
new bonnet and a grille. 

The makeover continues inside where less 
hard plastic and a smarter dashboard are 
the changes to note, while the new motoring 
‘must have’ iPod/MP3 USB port/aux-in socket 
also makes its debut. 

So much for getting buyers to look again at 
the Auris; once they are paying attention, the 
real benefits are more obvious for the car also 
now gains Toyota Optimal Drive powertrain 
technology that has revolutionised other mod¬ 
els in the brand line-up, notably the Yaris 
supermini.

Drive brings the seemingly contradictory 
benefits of more power with improved fuel 
efficiency and C02 emission levels. 

The most frugal model in the petrol line-up, 
the 1.33-litre with stop/start should average 
nearly 50mpg and emits just 135g/km of C02, 
while the 1.4-litre diesel can average at least 
60mpg yet emit 125g/km. 


The brand’s ‘war on emissions’ has helped it 
top of a new ‘green league’ that will become 
increasingly important as the global warming 
debate heats up. 

The league is compiled by independent 
industry analysts at Clean Green Cars, using 
a sales-weighted calculation (the C02 output 
of each model multiplied by the number of 



those models sold in 2009) to produce the 
rankings by brand. 

Toyota showed one of the highest improve¬ 
ments over 2008, despite a line-up that still 
includes 4x4s and SUVs such as the Land 
Cruiser and RAV4. 

Not surprisingly, the brand claims that its 
Optimal Drive technology has been a key rea¬ 
son for its green halo though its hybrid star, 
the Prius, is another contributing factor. 

The Prius will also soon be joined by a 
UK-built hybrid version of the Auris, further

REMEMBER the old days of 
‘bangemomics’ and how your heart 
seemed to stop whenever the car did 
- closely followed by the engine? 

How your chronologically-challenged jalopy 
never could quite stay running, no matter how 
much you threatened it in the finest tradition 
of John Cleese in Fawlty Towers? 

It was part and parcel of running an older 
car though; you saved your wallet upfront by 
buying a banger, then paid extra in stress and 
when you had that inevitable head-shaking 
encounter with the garage mechanic. 

But a new generation of motorists will 
grow up with a rather more relaxed view of 


the phenomenon if cars like the Volvo S40 1.6 
diesel DRIVe Start/Stop (from £18,445) 
become the norm. DRIVe is Volvo’s take on the 
eco sub-branding spreading across the indus¬ 
try: VW has BlueMotion, Ford has ECOnetic, 
Vauxhall the ecoFLEX and Bentley has 
GuzzleLess - yeah, I lied about the last one. 

But I’m not fibbing when I say that Volvo 
has a good handle on this green lark, even if 
it’s just what you expect from the conscien¬ 
tious Swedish marque, which claims to have 


been environmentally aware since the 1970s, 
though I struggle with this when I recall the 
thirsty 700/900 Series turret-less tanks it sold 
over the two decades after that. 

Be that as it may, DRIVe brings a now famil¬ 
iar parcel of economy and low emission tricks 
such as better aerodynamics and tweaked pow¬ 
ertrains and Volvo says it has even cut energy 
used in production and recycling of its cars. 

For an extra £250 on the S40 line-up you can 
also specify the Swedes’ Start/Stop system, as 


on the test car. This cuts the engine at the 
lights or when making slow progress in traffic 
and then smoothly fires it up as the driver 
makes to move off again. 

No thought is required and certainly no 
“sound thrashing” from Mr Fawlty. 

However, the feature can be switched off - 
you might not want to lose the heater too in 
the cold conditions we have endured lately. 

Official figures show Start/Stop can save as 
much as lOmpg in average fuel use above the

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standard DRIVe equivalent, which already 
delivers an impressive 62.8. 

Unlike some, Volvo does not now bother with 
a ‘standard’ 1.6 diesel, which is a) as things 
should be when maker and customer ought to 
be prioritising eco cars and b) stops me high¬ 
lighting how much more buyers are charged 
for a ‘greener’ model against the standard car. 

Start/Stop knocks emissions back from 
119g/km of C02 to 104, but this does nothing 
directly for the company car tax bill or annual 


road tax of £35/year, even if it does polish your 
halo. Nevertheless, it would pay for itself soon 
in fuel savings and fits well with an overall eco 
package that makes the DRIVe a driving 
pleasure rather than a hair shirt option. 

It even looks good, with Volvo’s now distinc¬ 
tive scalloped rear wings and smoothed alloys 
that further aid aerodynamics. 

Like the closely related C30 equivalent I drove 
shortly after Volvo launched DRIVe last summer, 
the S40’s inherently sporty chassis - borrowed 


from the Ford Focus - is barely affected by the 
DRIVe engine revisions and low-rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres. The well-mannered 108bhp diesel is 
more than adequate to deliver decent perform¬ 
ance, should you wish to ignore this model’s 
primary aim to be as economical as possible. 

On top of this, you get the understated func¬ 
tionality and quality of the S40 range itself; the 
interior is smart and was the first model to 
introduce Volvo’s ‘flying centre console’ feature, 
which allows extra stowage behind the controls.

BRITAIN has limped out of 
recession, so the brakes should 
now be off buying a new TO 
registration plate 

Assailed by falling demand and over¬ 
capacity, carmakers and dealers have been 
desperate to move metal with discounts, 
leases and finance packages to tempt even 
the gloomiest recession watcher. 

Those lucky enough to have savings may 
also check the paltry interest earned and 
think it’s a good time to use that capital 
to help the motoring budget, either by 
downsizing or buying a more economical 
and eco-friendly/low road tax model - sales 
of city cars and superminis are booming. 

And the two-grand windfall under the 
Government-sponsored Scrappage scheme 
might be ending, but many carmakers are 
replacing it with similar offers rather than 
bothering with inflated list prices that most 
people haggle down anyway. 

The appeal of buying new has been 


enhanced by narrowing options on the used 
market, where prices have become ridicu¬ 
lous at a time when hard cash is tight. 

Year-old examples such as ex-fleeters and 
dealer demonstrators shot up 25 per cent in 
value last year, while the three-year/ 


average mileage examples that are dealers’ 
mainstay stock are in short supply as deal¬ 
er forecourts and private buyers drive up 
prices at auction.

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Far East tigers await 
UK export expansion

SHORTLY after a top level ‘export 
or die’ post-recession rallying call, 
it has emerged that Kent and the 
South East is leading the charge. 

Our region accounted for 17 per cent of UK 
exports by value - more than £9 billion - in 
the third quarter of 2009, with the north west 
(11 per cent) and London (10) the nearest 
rivals. 

Export muscle like this is what global 
money experts at Ernst and Young called for 
as the UK turned the comer on the worst 
recession since the 1930s - albeit with a weak 
0.1 per cent rate of growth in the final quar¬ 
ter of 2009. 

A senior Ernst and Young adviser, Professor 
Peter Spencer, said “for many firms it will be 
a case of export or die”, since UK consumers 
were too “spent out” to fund recovery, while 
public cuts, and not spending, were the 
Government’s only option, leaving the coun¬ 
try to fall back on traditional strength in 
exporting. 

And export giant China - the biggest bene¬ 
ficiary from a decade of reckless spending and 
consumerism in Western economies - is seen 
as the UK’s prime target. Would-be exporters 
can also benefit from the timely launch of a 
new Exporters’ Package from NatWest and 
RBS in the region, offering businesses a free 
review to help identify overseas opportunities 


for growth, while maintaining a healthy cash 
position. 

Greg Jones, the banks’ MD for business and 
commercial banking for the South East, said: 
“Exporting can seem a complex activity, with 
a lengthy order-to-cash cycle, and we’re here 
to help simplify the process and offer support. 

“In addition to having a strong product that 
appeals to overseas markets, you need to be 
able to assess prospective customers’ credit 
standing as well as cross-border collection 
risks. 

‘You also need to have a strong understand¬ 
ing of the specific risks you face in exporting.” 


He said the new export drive would at least 
benefit from the weak pound making UK 
goods cheaper than rivals in the euro bloc, but 
added: “UK exports are not very price-sensi¬ 
tive and we think that the push towards over¬ 
seas markets will mainly be driven by a lack 
of demand at home. 

“It is vital the UK rejuvenates its overseas 
investment model and starts selling into 
countries such as China, where we have an 
exceptionally low market share compared 
with our competitors. The UK’s recovery is 
reliant on a roaring trade with the tiger 
economies.” 


Business park’s 
confidence boost 

ST GEORGE’S Business Park in 
Sittingboume opened 2010 in style by welcom¬ 
ing five new businesses and registering a high 
level of further interest. 

David Clapham, operations director for park 
owner Capital Enterprise Centres (CEC) 
believes it points to real recovery this year. 

“There is increasing confidence that 2010 
will be a year in which businesses can move 
forward and our centres are ready to help com¬ 
panies take full advantage of the opportunities 
the new year will bring,” he said.

Hobbies, Autographs Store. Com, Scott Care, 
KSL Cleaning Services, and Otaga Electrical. 

CEC also runs the Churchill Square 
Business Centre at Kings Hill, West Mailing. 

Economy drive 

BOOMING demand for used commercial vehi¬ 
cles may be an unlikely yet accurate barome¬ 
ter of strength returning to the UK economy, 
despite the newly reported 0.1 per cent growth 
in late 2009. 

Vans and trucks are 
regarded as the blood 
in the economy’s veins 
and an upsurge of 
interest and prices 
particularly, can be a 
healthy sign. 

Market watchers at Glass’s Guide, the vehi¬ 
cle market’s valuation ‘bible’ say demand 
across this sector consistently outstripped sup¬ 
ply during January, hoisting prices. 

And Glass’s commercial vehicles editor 
George Alexander expects the trend to contin¬ 
ue through the first half of 2010, unless man¬ 
ufacturers start discounting to take advantage 
of overall demand. 

Vans are the major targets for buyers, with 
panel vans - the Ford Transit class - most 
sought after, said Mr Alexander.

A window of 
opportunity 
on pensions 


FROM April 6, 2010, pension investors 
will no longer be able to take benefits at 
age 50 but will have to wait until they 
are 55. 

For many this will not be a problem, as 
few can afford to retire at that age, but 
you need to be aware if you were bom 
between April, 1955, and April, 1960. 

If you need to crystallise any of your 
pension benefits for any reason, there is 
a window of opportunity, which will shut 
again for up to five years for some, come 
April. 

There are many reasons why people 
take pension benefits early Some who 
have amassed larger pension pots simply 
wish to access the tax-free cash, perhaps 
to buy a holiday home and leave the 
remaining monies invested until they 
actually need an income from it, perhaps 
much later in retirement. 


Lifeline 


For others, perhaps in debt, accessing 
their pension early has been a lifeline 
when all other options of finance have 
failed. 

These instances are unfortunate and 
we only deal with them if they are a last 
resort, but in some cases they make the 
difference between financial survival or 
not. 

Whatever the reason, for some 
investors, the option of utilising their 
pension money early is going to disap¬ 
pear. 

If you fit in the window where your 
options are going to be curtailed, you 
should be clear about how this will affect 
you and get advice. 

This need for advice includes anyone in 
the relevant age bracket who is phasing 
their crystallisations by partially with¬ 
drawing as and when required, as new 
encashments will not be allowed until 
age 55.

Ensure you invest enough resources into 
creative activities that result in revenue-gen¬ 
erating innovations. Long-term profitability 
and business value depends on being cre¬ 
ative and innovative, especially in highly 
competitive markets. 

Is there any resistance to change or ten¬ 
sions and conflicts? Discuss your business 
and ideas for change with staff continually. 

• Build a resilient and flexible plan. 
Businesses with a clear strategy are more 
optimistic, but stay flexible and don’t throw 
caution to the wind. Identify risks in your 


business and try to minimise them. Include 
short and long-term contingencies. 

Track performance against your plan, 
using indicators that give a quick and accu¬ 
rate view of your business and not just finan¬ 
cial ones.

Keep open communication with debtors 
and maintain a detailed forecast for your 
business, showing expected amounts of 
income and expenditure. 

• Invest in marketing. Successful business¬ 
es do so. If you reduced marketing activity, 
reinstate it or consider low-cost alternatives. 

Consider direct selling as part of the mar¬ 
keting mix and measure the cost-effective¬ 
ness of each member of the team in terms of 
the profit margin they earn. 
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Fuelling the 
revolution 

KENT company Aquafuel is at the heart 
of the drive to improve the efficiency of 
biofuel production. 

Based at Kent Science Park, near 
Sittingboume, and working in conjunction 
with leading biofuel supplier Greenergy, 
Aquafuel has developed technology 
enabling standard diesel-engine com¬ 
bined heat and power (CHP) generators to 
run on crude glycerin (glycerol). 

The technology allows biodiesel produc¬ 
ers to generate their own electrical power 
and use the waste heat to provide process 
steam for the actual biodiesel production. 

Glycerin is a by-product of biodiesel pro¬ 
duction, with a gallon of crude glycerin 
produced for every nine gallons of 
biodiesel created. 

Combustion 

As a result of its density and high oxy¬ 
gen content, glycerin offers exceptionally 
clean combustion, with much lower emis¬ 
sions than diesel fuel. Excess electricity 
generated by the producers can be sold to 
the local grid or used to run electric boil¬ 
ers for more process steam. 

Director of Aquafuel Paul Day said: 
“Biodiesel producers can become close to 
self-sufficient in terms of energy usage 
and make drastic cuts in fossil fuel usage. 

“Our technology opens up the potential 
for any liquid fuels, from ethanol to gaso¬ 
line, to be burnt at diesel efficiencies and 
dramatically improve the performance of 
this increasingly important industry.” 

Kent Science Park director James Speck 
said: “The park has a longstanding repu¬ 
tation for the development of environmen¬ 
tal technologies. Aqualfuel’s success is fur¬ 
ther evidence of the groundbreaking sci¬ 
ence being undertaken in Kent.” 


JARGON BUSTER 


What does it all mean? 


• SERVER VIRTUALISATION: Allows 
organisations to consolidate more IT 
resources on less hardware. Server virtu¬ 
alisation delivers storage capacity, power 
reduction and cooling benefits 


• DESKTOP VIRTUALISATION: In the 
same way server virtualisation enables 
consolidation of server or storage hard¬ 
ware, desktop virtualisation allows an 
organisation to integrate its PC/laptop 
appliances into its back office infrastruc¬ 
ture. In traditional PC/server environ¬ 
ments, a Microsoft Word document, for 
example, would be stored on a central 
server but edited on a remote PC using 
software stored on the PC. Desktop virtu¬ 
alisation allows organisations to run all 
software on a central server and replace 
PCs and laptops with thin client devices 


• THIN CLIENTS: Thin client devices are 
designed to replace desktop PCs and 
laptops. Given that all processing is car¬ 
ried out on a central server, thin client 
devices require no moving parts (hard 
drives, etc) and consume much less ener¬ 
gy.

‘serve the High Weald of Kent’, but was then 
quickly involved in a ground-breaking legal 
initiative, following anonymous imperson¬ 
ation of Donal Blaney - also a noted internet 
blogger under the banner Blaney’s Blarney 
(donalblaney.com). 

The High Court showed that, while it may 
be steeped in tradition, it is not behind the 
times by granting an order which allowed 
service of an injunction via Twitter. 

The order - now dubbed Blaney’s Blarney 
Order - requires an unknown Twitter user 
anonymously posting under the same name, 



and thus breaching the copy¬ 
right and intellectual property 
of the blog’s owner, to stop post¬ 
ing and immediately 
identify themselves. 
^ It was the first 
such order served 
via Twitter and 
has been hailed 
as a step towards ending anonymous breach¬ 
es of the law on Twitter and internet sites. 

Griffin Law had previously prevented 
internet impersonation before on Facebook 


and a blogging site and the firm’s barrister 
Matthew Richardson, who devised and won 
the Blaney’s Blarney Order, said it was: “A 
huge step forward in preventing anonymous 
abuse of the internet. 

“People have to learn that they can no 
longer hide behind the cloak of anonymity 
the internet provides and break the law with 
impunity” 

Mr Blaney said it was: “An important step 
in dealing with online bullying. The scales of 
justice have been tilted in favour of innocent 
victims.”

The scam is thought to be the work 
of so-called ‘boiler room’ fraudsters, 
unauthorised, overseas-based compa¬ 
nies with bogus UK addresses and 
phone lines routed abroad. Dealing 
with an unauthorised firm means 
you do not have access to the finan¬ 
cial complaints and compensation 
schemes. Share fraud is estimated to 
cost the UK £200 million a year; 3,100 
people contacted the FSA last year 
after being targeted by boiler rooms - 
734 were victims. 

■ TRAIN operator Southeastern has 
committed to cutting 10 per cent off 
its total site energy use by the end of this 
year as part of the 10:10 campaign to 
reduce carbon output. 

Spokesman Colin Clifton said: “As a 
company that runs only electric trains, we 
are aware we need to be managing our 
carbon output and looking at ways of 
reducing it without affecting services. 

“We are proud to be the first rail compa¬ 
ny to make this public commitment which 
builds on the work we have already been 
doing. 

‘We have already reduced our carbon 
footprint by nearly 20 per cent and are 
determined to continue this in 2010.”

100 YEARS AGO: ANYONE who 
thinks the tendency for clubs 
to blame the men in the mid¬ 
dle for their shortcomings is a 
modern phenomenon needs only look at 
the minutes of a Kent League meeting a 
century ago. Members were so irate 
about the standard of officiating they 
forced the league to effectively suspend 
a number of referees. 

Under league policy any referee on the 
county list was entitled to at least one 
Kent League fixture per season, but 
complaints about some individuals were 
so frequent that the league caved in and 
‘rested’ several officials. 

The league also decided to expand 
from 12 to 15 teams, inviting Woolwich 
Arsenal, Millwall and Crystal Palace to 
field reserve sides. 

The former Maidstone United player 
and future England cricketer Wally 
Hardinge, now with Sheffield United, 
was called into the England squad for 
their game with Ireland. 

As many as 5,000 fans were at 
Priestfield to see a shock 3-1 defeat for 
New Brompton at the hands of Croydon 
Common in the Southern League. 



50 YEARS AGO: GILLINGHAM 
were struggling to bring a new 
striker to Priestfield. 

“We are, in all sincerity, try¬ 
ing to find a player who would strength¬ 
en our present team,” chairman Joe 
Leech said. “From inquiries I and my fel¬ 
low directors have made it would seem 
there is a shortage of inside forwards 
throughout the country.” 

Finding the money for someone within 
the existing budget was also a problem. 

“(We are) having to find £1,500 in 
wages and expenses until the end of the 
season,” Leech said. “The directors can¬ 
not afford to find the money themselves 
for an exorbitant transfer fee. We will 
pay in the region of between £2,000 and 
£3,000 for a player who will, we feel, be 
of the calibre we are seeking.” 




25 YEARS AGO: JOHN Pocock, 
was re-elected unopposed as 
chairman of Kent County 
Cricket Club for the seventh 
year on the trot, but his newly-appointed 
captain, Chris Cowdrey (pictured) was 
toiling in India in the final Test. 

Although he took the key wicket of 
Mohammad Azharuddin in India’s first 
innings, Cowdrey’s figures were 1 for 103 
and he made just one when he batted. 

The match was drawn, with England 
winning the series 2-1. 

A last-minute equaliser from Martin 
Robinson earned Gillingham a 1-1 draw 
with Swansea, but infuriated Swans 
boss John Bond, a former Gills coach, 
who claimed the corner that led to the 
goal should never have been given. 

It was an opinion backed by Gills play¬ 
er John Leslie, who admitted his side 
were lucky to escape with a draw.

Making a racket 

First Kent Open bid to improve squashes p o pularity

WORLD-CLASS squash is coming 
to the county his summer with the 
inaugural Kent Open, which 
organisers hope will stimulate a 
surge in interest for the sport. 

The five-day ranking tournament in June 
will be part of the Professional Squash 
Association (PSA)’s World Tour calendar. A 
high-quality field is expected for the event, to 
be held at The Mote Squash Club in 
Maidstone. 

It follows the success of The Mote Classic, an 
invitational event held as a warm-up event 
last summer. Alan Thatcher, chairman of the 
Kent Squash and Racketball Association, is 
excited by the prospect of staging a world¬ 
ranking event. 

He said: “It was always our intention to host 
a world-ranking event and that’s what we’ve 
managed to achieve. I guess it’s the culmina¬ 
tion of several years’ hard work to put a pro¬ 
fessional tournament together.” 

Festival 

A delighted David Verga, chairman at The 
Mote Squash Club, said: “It’s nice because it’s 
been a lean period for squash with clubs clos¬ 
ing down. Putting on an event like this puts 
Kent back on the map.” 

A key aim of the event is to stimulate the 
grassroots game in Kent. Alongside the tour¬ 
nament will be the Kent Squash Festival, 
which takes place in the three months leading 
up to the Open. It will consist of coaching 
schemes and competitions for young players, 
with the final held alongside the Open. 

Thatcher said: ‘We want a major legacy for 
squash in the county. The tournament and fes¬ 
tival are linked, we want to make it so the kids 
can be really fired up. The junior development 


programme will snowball once the tourna¬ 
ment is in place and you’ll suddenly find lots 
of talented players.” 

England Squash have played a role in set¬ 
ting up both events, particularly plans for the 
festival, which has been spearheaded by 
development coach Steve Franks. Although 
the initiatives in schools are aimed at younger 
age groups, plans are expected to be confirmed 
soon which will expand it to 16-19 year-olds. 

Paul Fennell, England Squash’s regional 
manager for London, which includes Kent, 
believes it is a big opportunity to spark inter¬ 
est in squash among people who may have 
never played before. 


He said: “Our job is around increasing par¬ 
ticipation in the sport. 

“It’s important for us to work together with 
a big high-profile event like this and involve 
the community. You can do one without the 
other but bringing them together makes it a 
much more rounded event.” 

It is hoped the Kent Open will become an 
annual fixture on the PSA World Tour, with 
plans to hold the closing stages of future tour¬ 
naments in a glass court in the neighbouring 
leisure centre. The move would increase the 
capacity for spectators and expand the poten¬ 
tial for television coverage. 

This year’s event will be held on June 2-6

KENT’S under-20 rugby side kick-off 
their national championship campaign 
today hoping to eclipse their performance 
from last year.

AS DEBUTS go, it’s hard to imagine a 
more inauspicious start than when 
Kelly Thomas set foot in a bob¬ 
sleigh for the first time. 

A motion sickness sufferer, the high¬ 
speed run prompted her to be violently 
ill. Most people would take it as a fairly clear 
indication maybe bobsleigh was not the sport for 
them, but despite the obvious problem, Thomas was 
instantly hooked on one of sport’s most exhilarating 
disciplines. 

“I didn’t know much about it beforehand. I had no 
idea what it felt like to be in a sled so it didn’t cross 
my mind it would affect me,” she said. 

“Even though I was sick I absolutely loved it. I 
wanted to do it again but couldn’t; I dreaded the 
thought of being sick all the time.” 

Sprinter 

Fortunately a pill was prescribed to cure the 
problem and three years on from that disastrous 
first run, Thomas will line up for Great Britain in 
Vancouver for the Winter Olympics later this month. 

Born in Sidcup, Thomas initially excelled as a 
sprinter. 

Winning a bronze medal at the 
European Youth Olympics in 1997, she 
went on to become an accomplished ath¬ 
lete without quite making the step up to 
become world-class. 

Growing stale in athletics, a friend suggested the 
skills would transfer well to bobsleigh. A successful 
trial at a talent identification day convinced 

Thomas to change sports, beginning a rapid 

ascent from complete novice to Olympic athlete.

Thomas, who now lives in Dartford, is aiming for 
a top-12 finish in Canada, but the fact she is com¬ 
peting at all is a huge achievement. With no official 
funding the 29-year-old has relied on personal spon¬ 
sors and credit cards to fund her career. 

The almost total lack of dedicated facilities in the 
UK complicates training and when they get to 
events the contrast between themselves and the top 
teams is huge. 

She said: “The major countries are covered by big 
deals and have mechanics. We look after the equip¬ 
ment ourselves, anything that breaks we have to fix 
it - we didn’t even have a physio with us this season. 

“It’s always down to the last minute to find spon¬ 
sors and someone who believes in you, but in a way 
it’s more rewarding. The fellow competitors will us 
on because they realise we have it quite hard.” 

Against the odds, brakeman Thomas and driver 
Paula Walker were ranked 10th in the World Cup 
rankings by the cut-off date before Christmas, just 
making the cut as Britain’s second bobsleigh team. 

Although up against the same field in Vancouver, 
Thomas is expecting the occasion to be completely 
different to a World Cup meeting. 

She said: “Neither of us have been to an Olympics 
before, you can’t compare anything to that so we 
don’t quite know how it will feel. 

“It’s probably going to be more overwhelming 
than anything else we’ve done. It’s only just starting 
to sink in. It was only when I went to pick up my kit 
that it dawns on you.” 

The Winter Olympics begin on Friday, with the 
bobsleigh competition under way on February 23. 




Tak’s back for one last title 
crack after two-year break 


FORMER world light-middleweight 
and welterweight champion Takaloo 
is back in training and ready for 
one last shot at the big time, writes 
Mick Watkins. 

The former three-time WBU cham¬ 
pion and WBO title challenger from 
Margate found out this week he had 
just missed out on a place in the 
Barry Heam-promoted Prizefighter - 
the light-middleweights’ tournament 
in London on February 26.

“They’ve put me on standby in case 
someone gets injured so you never 
know, and I’m ready to fight, but hav¬ 
ing more time to get sparring in before 
I come back is probably a good thing.”

Meanwhile, Takaloo said he has 
patched things up with former train¬ 
er Jimmy McDonnell, the former 
European super-featherweight cham¬ 
pion and world title challenger who 
helped guide the Margate Rock to his 
biggest wins. 


McDonnell is training Olympic gold 
medallist James Degale and has also 
reunited with former world title chal¬ 
lenger and Mike Tyson conqueror, 
Danny Williams. The chance to train 
alongside his old gym-mate Williams 
and spar with Degale is something 
Takaloo is relishing. 

He said: “Jimmy’s sorted himself 
out and has a proper gym and he’s 
on the ball again. He has to be now 
he’s training Degale. But that’s good 
news because in my last few fights 
things didn’t go too well. Without 
going into details, let’s just say the 
set up was all over the place.” 

Takaloo is ready to talk to 
prospective managers, including for¬ 
mer manager and promoter Frank 
Warren, and feels the current light- 
middleweight division in Britain is 
wide open. 

He said: “I’ll talk with Frank and 
see where he’s at. He’s lost his biggest 
fighter, Amir Khan, which means 
he’ll have to focus on younger fighters 
coming through and undercard fight¬ 
ers, so it could give me the chance to 
get back in the mix.”

KENT’S Gary Paffett gave Jenson 
Button and Lewis Hamilton’s 
2010 Formula One car its first 
shakedown run at an official test 
in Spain this week. 

The McLaren Mercedes test 
driver from Bromley, travelled 
with the Woking-based team to 
Spain’s Valencia circuit on 
Monday to begin preparations for 
the new Formula One season. 

The 28-year-old driver, who was 
confirmed as McLaren’s test driver 
for a sixth consecutive year last 
month, completed 86 laps in the car 
without any problems and posted 
the fifth fastest time of the day. 

He finished nine tenths of a sec¬ 
ond behind returning seven-time 
world champion Michael Schu¬ 
macher and 1.3 seconds behind 
pace setter, Ferrari’s Felipe Massa. 


Paffett was the first person to 
drive last year’s McLaren, which 
was off the pace at this stage last 
season. After completing his stint 
he believes the team are in good 
shape at this early stage of the 
2010 campaign. 

He told Autosport: ‘We’ve got to 
be relatively happy with the day, 
we’ve got through it without any 
problems. 

“The initial feel is good, but you 
never really know the speed, espe¬ 
cially with the regulations this 
year with the fuel, you don’t know 
what people could be running.”

Benson retires 
as elite umpire 
for his health 

FORMER Kent captain Mark Benson is set to 
return to the county game this summer after 
announcing his retirement as an international 
umpire. 

The 51-year-old, who played 292 first-class 
matches for Kent in a 15-year career, stepped 
down as an elite umpire on health grounds. 

Benson, who has umpired in 27 Test match¬ 
es, 72 One-Day Internationals and 19 
Twenty20 games, is out of contract in June but 
asked the International Cricket Council if that 
could be cut short to take up a place in county 
cricket. 

He said: “The opportunity to be part of the 
global game has given me memories that I will 
always treasure. But travel and being away 
from home takes its toll on the family and 
some warning bells have started to ring 
regarding my health. 

“Umpiring at the top level has been a very 
rewarding experience for me and it is not an 
easy decision to walk away from it, but I 
believe it is the right one as far as my health 
and family are concerned. 

“So, having thought about it carefully, I feel 
now is the right time for me to step down and 
move to a more settled and familiar environ¬ 
ment in England.” 

In December last year, Benson stood down 
before the second Test between Australia and 
West Indies because of ill health, but denied it 
was because he was unhappy with the umpire 
review system. 

Benson joined the elite panel of umpires in 
2006 and was shortlisted as ICC Umpire of the 
Year in 2007 and 2008.

Man vs machines. 

A chance to go up against Kent’s newest recruit had 
K0S Media sports editor GLENN PEARSON in a spin 




ANY English batsmen 
far better than me have 
had sleepless nights at 
the prospect of facing Australian 
spin-king Shane Warne in his 
pomp. 

His presence in the Australian side alone 
forced England to recruit the help of a 
bowling machine aptly named Merlyn to 
help them conquer their demons ahead of 
the 2005 Ashes. 

Merlyn is an adaptation of a bowling 
machine that replicates Warne’s leg-spin 
deliveries and is capable of mimicking his 
variations. Having seen the bowling 
machine work with some degree of success 
- although Warne went on to claim a stag¬ 
gering 40 wickets in that series - the 
England and Wales Cricket Board decided 
to stump up the money to send all 18 
English counties a Merlyn machine ahead 
of the 2010 season. 

Kent’s arrived at the St Lawrence 
Ground in Canterbury just before 
Christmas and the players had their 
first hit against the ‘wiz¬ 
ard’ last week. 

Having been 
offered the 
chance to 
take on the 
county’s 
newest sign¬ 
ing (not to be 
confused with the 
club’s new overseas 
leg-spinner Malinga 
Bandara) it was with a 
sense of trepidation that I 
donned the pads - not only 
because I was likely to be 
bamboozled by the array of 
spinning deliveries coming 
from Merlyn, but more dis¬ 
concerting for yours truly, was 
that some of the Kent players 
decided to hang around to 
watch, or indeed get their 
own back. 

ow, I’m not the worst 
batsman in the world, 
having been known to 
turn out for Rodmersham in 
the Kent League once or twice, 
but having the likes of Ashes 
winner Geraint Jones and Joe 
Denly - England’s one-day 
opener - watching to see me fall 
flat on my face left me more 
nervous than the prospect of fac¬ 
ing a fizzing Shane Warne leg- 
break. 

After having been given 
instructions to how to prepare 
for a Merlyn delivery, which basi- p* 
cally consists of waiting for a green 
light and then the pink ball shoots 
out two seconds later, I made the g*} 
lonely walk to the other end of the 
wicket and took guard. 

I’m not usually one for planning an 
innings, which may have something to do 
with never occupying the crease for long 
enough, but there was one thing frantically 
going around my head - don’t get bowled. 

That changed somewhat after receiving 
my first 10 fiercely spun off-breaks from 
Merlyn to - just hit the ball. Each delivery 
dipped and turned enough to beat each one 
of my defensive prods - something that 
eagle-eyed head coach Paul Farbrace was 
quick to spot. I’m pretty sure he gave me

sound technical advice when shout¬ 
ing “you can use that lump of wood 
in your hand” but I could be mis¬ 
taken, it’s hard to hear under¬ 
neath a batting helmet. 

It was time for a new tactic to try 
and save face and that was to go 
all-out attack. Unfortunately 
that’s not my strong point as my 
batting style is more Geoff Boycott 
than Kevin Pietersen. Having 
managed to surprisingly connect 
with a couple, including one pleas¬ 
urable straight drive that almost 
decapitated our photographer Ady 
Kerry, I went for another dance down 
the track only to see the ball spin 
sharply past my bat and take the mid¬ 
dle stump out. Cue cheers from the 
Kent players and staff. 

After safely negotiating the remaining 
off-breaks, it was time to face some varia¬ 
tions used by the off-spinner which includ¬ 
ed an arm-ball and a variety of deliveries 
that spun at different angles. Just like fac¬ 
ing the top bowlers in world cricket, 
there’s little or no hope of picking the sub¬ 
tle changes of pace or revolutions on the 
ball, especially for an amateur like myself, 
but for county cricketers it’s fantastic prac¬ 
tice during the off-season. 

Next up was leg-spin which left me suit¬ 
ably red faced on more than one occasion. 
Playing what I thought was straight down 
the line of the delivery, the ball turned 
sharply past my outstretched bat on 
numerous occasions. 

Merlyn is able to vary the amount of spin 
and pace put on each delivery ensuring no 
one ball faced is ever the same. The 
machine, which costs £11,000 and has been 
developed by its maker Bola and the ECB, 
is designed to give batsmen the chance to 


face spin bowling indoors, something a regular 
bowling machine is unable to provide and is 
made hard for county spinners on traditional¬ 
ly hard gym floors. 

C ounty coach Simon Willis said the equip¬ 
ment has gone down well with the play¬ 
ers and will prove helpful during the 
months spent indoors. 

“This machine has obviously had a lot of 
time spent on it to try and mirror the angles 
and degree of spin that top players produce on 
the ball at point of release,” he said. “The soft¬ 
ware can give you off-spin, leg-spin and a vari¬ 
ety of deliveries as well so it’s a fantastic piece 
of kit and a great initiative.” 

And of my chances of getting a late call into 
the Kent squad this summer? 

“It depends how many injuries we get along 
the way,” Willis said diplomatically. 

I think Joe Denly and Rob Key’s positions as 
openers are quite safe for now.

Bad ankle injury 

could keep Gills 
defender out for 

rest of season

SIMON King has cleared an 
important hurdle in his rehabili¬ 
tation from a serious ankle injury, 
but it’s still far from certain 
whether the defender will return 
for Gillingham this season. 

The 26-year-old damaged ankle ligaments 
falling awkwardly in a pre-season friendly 
at Bromley last July. 

It needed surgery to correct the problem 
and although King came off the crutches in 
October, he only got the go-ahead from spe¬ 
cialists to begin jogging this week. 

The centre-back’s programme began 
with only a few minutes’ light jogging on 
Thursday. After such a long time out, King 
admitted before the session he dreaded 
suffering a set-back. 

Scared 

“It’s that nervous anxiety feeling where I’ve 
never been so scared but also I’ve been look¬ 
ing forward to this day for months,” he said. 

“It’s mixed emotions -1 think the only thing 
in my head is I don’t want to get too disheart¬ 
ened if it is a bit painful, because obviously I 
haven’t jogged for six or seven months.” 

King is on course with his recovery, but 
must still take his rehabilitation on a day- 
by-day basis. If Thursday went without a 
hitch he was expecting to be in again today, 
slowly increasing the time and intensity. 

Although there are three months of the 
season still to play, there is no guarantee of 
recovering match fitness in time to make a 
first-team return. King has held on to the 
prospect of playing again before May to get 
him through the lonely weeks in the gym, 


but acknowledges it may not happen. 

He said: “I think realistically a lot of peo¬ 
ple say I won’t play again this season, but 
obviously I’m ambitious and I’d love to play 
some part. 

“A couple of months from now we’ve got 
some tough games and if we’re in a relega¬ 
tion battle - hopefully we’re not - you 
never know, the gaffer might not want to 
put me in there. 

“Ideally for me it would be nice if we had 


eased away from it and had nothing to play 
for, then he might stick me in and I’ll get a 
few minutes.” 

Gills boss Mark Stimson has sorely 
missed King, who he rates as one of the best 
defenders in League One, but will make 
sure no short cuts are taken on the path to 
a full recovery. 

He said: “We’ve got to make sure we keep 
the reins on him because Simon is one of these 
players who would play through anything.”

Olympic hero Staff latest star set 
to boycott Commonwealth Games 


OLYMPIC champion Jamie Staff 
looks set to join a growing list 
of athletes who are planning 
not to compete at this year’s 
Commonwealth Games. 

The Games, which are scheduled 
to be held in Delhi, India, in 
October, have been surrounded by 
fears over security, which has put 
England’s attendance at the cham¬ 
pionships in doubt. 

Staff, who lives in Braboume, 
near Ashford, is a big supporter of 
the Commonwealth Games and 
has featured in the last two at 
Manchester in 2002 and Sydney in 
2006, winning two silver medals 
and a bronze. 


But growing fears over security 
after terrorist attacks in Mumbai 
and Lahore in the last two years 
and concerns regarding the com¬ 
pletion of venues, has left the 
36-year-old contemplating pulling 
out of competing and said given the 
choice, he wouldn’t make the trip to 
India this year. 

He said: “I personally don’t want 
to go and I’m not even sure if the 
track will be ready in time. 

“There is a lot of speculation at 
the moment. It’s a shame because 
the Commonwealth Games are 
normally a fun event, but no-one 
seems to be worrying about it this 
time round.” 


With a back injury likely to force 
him out of next month’s World Track 
Cycling Championships in Poland, 
missing the Commonwealth Games 
would end Staffs hopes of a major 
medal this season. 

Staffs comments echo the opin¬ 
ions of a number of athletes, who 
have stated their fears of travelling 
to compete in India. This week 
world heptathlon champion Jessica 
Ennis said she has pulled out of 
competing at the championships. 

Fellow Olympian Lisa Dobriskey, 
from Ashford, has also hinted 
she may have to think about 
adding the Games to her schedule 
for this year. 
































IS EYE GOUGER 
STILL PLAYING 
FOR IRS CLUB? 
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Maidstone RFC refuse to sav 

if olaver has been suspended

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club has 
refused to deny claims that it 
has allowed the player accused 
of blinding an opponent in an 
eye-gouging incident to continue 
turning out for the club. 

Clarence Harding lost the sight in his 
right eye after he was allegedly the victim of 
a sickening eye-gouging incident while play¬ 
ing for Gravesend against Maidstone in a 
Kent Cup game on January 17. 

Harding, 26, now faces the prospect of 
having his rugby career cut cruelly short, 
but he claims his assailant has played in 
two games since the incident and has not 
been suspended by his club. 

Kent on Sunday has contacted Maidstone 
RFC for clarification as to whether the 
player has been suspended by the club, but 
all five senior figures we spoke to refused to 
confirm or deny whether the player has 
been suspended. 

Suspension 

Instead, all five pointed to a statement on 
the club website (see statement) which 
acknowledged the serious nature of Harding’s 
injury but made no mention of a suspension 
for the player accused of gouging. 

An RFU spokesman said: “No-one would 
have told them what to do. What they do is 
up to them. 

“There is no common practice for this sort 
of situation - they are dealt with on a case- 
by-case basis. Either the police will carry 
out their investigation first, or the RFU will, 
or the two will run concurrently.” 

Kent Police were still conducting inter¬ 
views when KoS went to press, but had 
made no arrests and they confirmed the 
decision to suspend the player lay entirely 
in Maidstone’s hands. 

Both clubs play their rugby in London 1 
South and the game was the second 
between the two this season. 

Gravesend, who won the cup-tie 41-5, had 
already recorded a 58-7 league victory and 
they sit top of the table while Maidstone are 
second-bottom. 

Gravesend chairman, Graham Haggar, 
believes the incident should be dealt with 
and a ban imposed. 



He said: “Clarence is convinced his eye 
was deliberately gouged by a particular 
Maidstone player. 

‘Without wanting to pre-judge the result of 
an investigation into the incident, we regard 
eye-gouging as sly, cowardly and vicious as 
does the rest of the rugby fraternity. 

“Any player found to have committed 
such an act should be banned from rugby 
for life and should face the full weight of the 
criminal law.” 

Harding, born in Cape Town and raised in 
Johannesburg, moved to the UK in October, 
2000, and played a handful of games for 
Gravesend’s 3rd XI before landing a job at 
TGI Friday’s.

Now living in Gravesend, Harding 
returned to the club in November, 2009, and 
made his 1st XV debut in a 15-3 win at 
home to Tunbridge Wells on December 12. 

Just three games later, though, his season 
was cut shockingly short and doubts 
remain as to whether the number eight will 
ever return to the rugby field. 

He said: “At the moment I don’t have a 
rugby career. This season has gone, there’s 
no way I will play competitive rugby again 
this year. 

“I’ve always been under the impression as 
a rugby player that if you’re suspected of 
something like that on the field, you should 
be suspended indefinitely while the investi¬ 
gation takes place. 

“He should be suspended for the time 
being but he’s been selected to play in the 
last two games for them. 

“Obviously they can’t have taken it as 
seriously as we have.” 

The incident happened just two days after 
Stade Francais prop David Attoub was 
handed a 70-week ban for gouging Ulster’s 
Stephen Ferris in a Heineken Cup game on 
December 12.
